R e st o f th e S ta te. 
S a n F r a n c isc o , D ecem ber 
27th.—T he 
b reak on th e narrow -gauge lin e has been 
repaired, an d m ail to al! points so u th of 
W rig h ts on th a t lin e w ill be forw arded 
after to-day. 
N o m ails for th e co u n tieso f Los Augeles, 
S an B ernardino, San Diego an d OraDge are 
being forw arded from this city, ow ing to 
breaks on th e S outhern Pacific iine. 
T h e force of th e storm was seriously felt 
at V allejo Ju n ctio n , an d the heavy rain s so 
th o ro u g n ly soaked th e sloping b ills th at 
slides are stiil occurring. 
N early 200 m en 
are busy at w ork all th e tim e, keeping the 
falling d irt from huryiDg the track out of 
sight, and loose earth th reaten in g to slide 
is being rem oved by the use of blasting 
pow der. 
A d irt train is constantly at work 
and track-w alkers are em ployed d3y and 
night, ready to stop th e train s com ing in 
eith er direction at a m o m en t's notice. P re­ 
caution is taken to m ain tain a clear pas­ 
sage-way th ro u g h th e two tu n n els in the 
vicinity of 
the Ju n c tio n , an d on this 
“ beat” th e track-w alkers have special in ­ 
structions, and the train s pass through 
th em at a very slow rate. 
It w as th o u g b t th a t tu n n el No. 1. w hich 
is braced u p w ith heavy tim bers, w ould 
h ard ly be able to stan d th e wet m ass over­ 
head, but th e only dam age done was the 
soaking of the w ater th ro u g h the earth 
an d p artly covering the track. 
O w ing to w ashouts on the Southern P a­ 
cific lines, th e m ail for the G ulf States and 
A rizona an d New M exico, w hich usually 
goes by th e S outhern Pacific, w ill, u ntil 
several w ashouls are repaired, go by tbe 
C entral Pacific, via Ogden. 
No m ail service has oeen b a l on the P a ­ 
cific Coast R ailroad betw een P o rt H arford 
an d Los Olivos far tw o days, on account of 
several w ashouts. 
Local butchers are com plaining of long- 
delayed consignm ents of beef because of 
th e storm , and a m ark ed increase in prices 
of all kin d s of m eat is said to be im m in en t 
in consequence. 
I t has been suggested th at storage reser­ 
voirs be constructed in the m ountains, 
from w hich w ater could be taken in the 
su m m er for irrig atin g purposes. 
These 
m ig h t lessen to a lim ited ex tent the am o u n t 
flow ing to the rivers, b ut it w ould be hard 
for a practical engineer to conceive of a 
sj Btem of reservoirs w hich could be safely 
dam m ed and w hich w ould retain one-tenth 
of th e floods of this w inter. 
Storage res­ 
ervoirs, useful as they m ay be for irrig a­ 
tion purposes, cannot be 
estim ated as 
eith er a safe or potent agency in th e relief 
o f river floods. 
T h ere is m ore snow on th e m o u n tain s in 
N o rth ern C alifornia a t present th an we 
have had for a n u m b er of w inters past, 
an d if th e sam e average is m aintained 
th e b alance of 
th e 
season, 
th ere 
is 
lik ely 
to 
be 
m ore 
th an ever 
before 
know n, as least as far as the k now l­ 
edge of th e Caucasian race extends. 
T he 
snow ill tb e m ountain regions is likely to 
last u n til late in th e su m m er on th e h ig h ­ 
est peaks, an d w ill n ot be m elted aw ay 
from m any o f the hig h gulche3 before 
Ju n e . 
Los A n g e le s , D ecem ber 27th.—In Cajon 
Pass, n o rth ot San B ernardino, things are 
in a h orrible shape. 
A heavy cu t is tilled 
for 300 feet at each end, an d betw een the 
fills th e track is covered w ith eighteen feet 
of w ater. 
E ast of Colton th e S outhern 
Pacific track is all right, except one span of 
th e 8 an ta A n a river bridge, w hich is being 
repaired. 
Y esterday th e S outhern Pacific 
passengers 
on 
T uesday’s 
train 
were 
bro u g h t to El M onte from Colton and 
tak en across tb e San G abriel river in boats 
from E l M onte. T h ey were brought to this 
city on a flat-car, th e m otor pow er being a 
hand-car. 
T b e condition ot the S outhern 
Pacific track in Soledad Canyon is such 
th a t repairs cannot be com pie: ed for a 
w eek. 
T h e lin e is open as far as South 
Siding, b u t tw o m iles so u th of th ere the 
track is gone, together w ith the bridge 
across th e S anta C lara river. 
Six hu n d red 
m en are at w ork in the canyon. 
S up erin ten d en t W ade o f tb e S anta F e 
road says: 
"In Cajon Pass th ings are still 
in bad" shape, b u t th ey are being rapidly 
straig h ten ed o ut by a large force of m en. 
Som e rem ark ab ly heavy landslides have 
occurred, b u t it is n ot a very difficult m at­ 
ter to clear a track of debris. 
I th in k that 
by M onday afternoon we w ill have four 
train loads of passengers in h ere from 
B oston. 
B y Sunday we can put tb e line in 
operation.”

By to-m orrow m o rn in g tb e Southern 
Pacific road betw een E ast Los A ngeles and 
E l Paso w ill be open for business. 
T h e track east o f Colton was hard ly d am ­ 
aged at all. 
T h e section betw een E l M onte 
an d Los A ngeles suffered w orst. 
T h e tres­ 
tle across the Los A ngeles river w ill not be 
com pleted before M oudav, as the w ork of 
driv in g th e piles is slow. 
N o rth of Los A ngeles an exact rep o rt as 
to th e dam age done cannot be obtained at 
th e offices in th is city. 
Betw een Sangers 
an d Lo3 A ngeles there" are n in e w ashouts. 
T h e track betw een Sangers end L ittte Te 
Ju n g a is ail rig h t. 
T h e w orst dam age was 
done n o rth of Sangers, w here GOO m en are 
now at w ork on repairs. 
T h e railroad officials are w orking w on­ 
ders in reconstructing the dam ages to th eir 
lines by tb e storm s of th e p ast few days. 
T h e S outhern Pacific has com pleted the 
bridge over th e San G abriel river at E l- 
m o n te and tb e line w ill be open from Col­ 
ton to E ast Las A ngeles in tbe m orning. 
T ejan g a bridge has already been m ade 
passable. 
O ver tw o hundred" feet was car­ 
ried aw ay. 
A train was sent to San Pedro 
yesterday to connect w ith th e steam er for 
San 
F rancisco. 
P assengers w ere tran s­ 
ferred one m ile aro u n d a w ashout in car­ 
riages. 
A large n u m b er of passengers w ent 
n o rth on th e M exico yesterday. 
T he 
steam er Corona is expected w ith m any 
passengers an d an im m en se am o u n t of ex­ 
press and m ail. 
T he S anta F e lin e w ill be opened to San 
B ern ard in o and to P asadena to-m orrow . 
A ll m ail m a r e r for th is city to w ay sta­ 
tio n s along th at line w ill be sent to P asa­ 
dena in th e m orning. 
T h e su rf lin e w ill be open to-m orrow 
from F u llerto n to S an Diego.

No m ail or express is expected u n til S u n ­ 
day.

T his evening the S anta M aria arrived 
from R edondo w ith passengers and m ails, 
m ak ing th e first m ail service for five days.

O regon R u n s In to and 
C lan M cK en zie. 


A sto r ia , D ecem ber 27lh.—T he Clan Mc­ 
K enzie, on the way to P ortland in ballast, 
anchored in th e channel of the river at 
Ccffin Rock, forty seven m iles inland from 
A storia. 
T he < >regon left P ortland at m id ­ 
nig h t on h er w ay to A storia hence to San 
Francisco, and stru ck th e Clan M cKenzie 
on the starboard bow, sm ashing through 
th e iron side of th e ship aud Killing tw o 
colored sailors in th eir bun k s in th e fore­ 
castle, and seriously w ounded a third. 
W hen struck th e ship parted anchor, and 
both vessels drifted on th e W ashington 
shore. T h e Clan M cKenzie su n k . 
T be 
Oregon was unable to extricate herself 
from th e hole h er wedge-shaped nose m ade 
in th e sh ip 's side. 
T he jibboom of the 
Clan M cKenzie was lying across th e O re­ 
gon's deck w hen the river passenger steam er 
R. R. T hom pson passed at 2:15 a m. and took 
on board th e w ounded m an aud brought him 
to the hospital in this city. 
B oth vessels 
w ere then locked together. 
T he T h o m p ­ 
son tried to tow the Oregon off, but failed. 
T he cause of the collision and all atten d ­ 
an t circum stances w ill be subject to official 
investigation. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
P o r tla n d , 
D ecem ber 
27th.—A t 
1:30 
o'clock th is m o rning th e U nion Pacific 
steam er Oregon ran into and su n k the B rit­ 
ish ship Clan M ackenzie at Coffin Rock, on 
the C olum bia river, about ten m iles below 
K alam a. 
C harles A ustin 
aDd M atthew 
Reed, tw o colored sailors, w ere instantly 
killed. 
T hey w ere asleep in th e forecastle 
of the M ackenzie, and w hen the bow of the 
Oregon struck, h er sharp plate ot iron ran 
into th e bunks in w hich th e sailors were 
lying, cutting the two m en in halves. T hey 
were struck at th e waist, and th e upper 
p art of each body dropped into th e river 
below and sank. 
Charles F ish, a coal- 
passer of the Oregon, was injured, but not 
fatally. 
A sailor on the Clan M ackenzie 
was badly injured, but w ill recover. 
A 
m em ber o f th e Clau s crew said th at as 
soon as th e tw o m en w ere cut th eir blood 
flew in every direction, bespattering the 
w alls and broken 
tim bers. 
T hen the 
w ater began to pour in. 
T h e M ackenz e was an iron ship and was 
on her way up from A storia, w here she a r­ 
rived a few days ago from Rio de Jan eiro 
in ballast, consigned to L aidlaw & Co., 
Coffin Rock. 
She cam e to anchor at the 
dam last n ig h t to w ait till m orning high 
tide. 
She lay w ith her bow up stream and 
was rid in g in th e Oregon side of the chan­ 
nel close to shore. 
C aptain Sim pson, h er m aster, said: ‘My 
pilot, Jam es W ards, was on deck; we had 


j u s t pu t out four lights on the m ast. 
T he 
nead and side lights were all p u t out. 
I 
was straight w ith th e channel aud left the 
w atchm an on deck. 
My wife was w ith me. 
1 was soundly sleeping, w hen suddenly I 
was aw akened by a trem endous ja r and 
heard th e w ater pourm g into th e held. 
I 
im m ediately got the boats out, after finding 
th at m y ship was sinking, and took m y 
wife and crew to th e shore. Tw o of m y 
m en, both colored, w ere killed. 
T he Ore 
„on struck m y sh ip on th e starboard side, 
just "between th e stem and cathead. 
T be 
blow cam e from straight ahead and was 
n o t from th e side. 
M y lights were all out, 
as I was not in th e channel." 
A t the tim e ct the accident th e n ig h t was 
verv dark and snow was falling heavily. 
T h e Oregon left h er dock at ten o'clock 
last n ight. 
C aptain George Pease w ent 
aboard as pilot, and w ith Captain P opem an, 
started dowB river. 
A t th e tim e of the 
collision she was ru n n in g u n d er slow bell, 
an d ran h er bow on th e port side in to the 
starboard bow of th e Clan M cKenzie for 
th irtv feet, tearing off th e O regon's bow 
c m p’.etely aud ripping up th e decks and 


r a i l i n g for about forty feet from tb e stern. 
F .sh was the only m an h u rt, and it is re­ 
garded as a m iracle alm ost th a t m any were 
not killed outright. 
T h e state-room s and 
steerage o f tbe steam er w ere all filled w ith 
passengers w ho were th ro w n out on th e in ­ 
sta n t ot th e crash, and soon th e decks were 
crow ded w ith t xcited people. 
M eanw hile 
th e O regon drifted about and got on shore, 
from w hich position she was finally e x tri­ 
cated. 
Soon after daylight this m orning 
she took th e crew and C aptain of th e C:au 
M cKenzie aboard and steam ed back to this 
city. 
Captain P opem an and pilot George 
Pease refuse to ta U about tb e accident. 
T he Clan M ackenzie is su n k in about 
tw enty-tw o feet of water, and a t low tide 
h er poop deck is on a level w ith th e river. 
O therw ise she is w holly un d er w ater, w ith 
th e exception of h er rigging. 
She h ad a 
crew of tw enty-one m en, seven of them 
being E nglish apprentice boys, and th e 
others are colored m en. T he loss to the Ore­ 
gon for repairs w ill n o t fall short of 110,000. 
She w ill probably be taken to San F ra n ­ 
cisco to be fixed. ’ T he ren t in h er bow ex ­ 
tends to a point about six feet above the 
w ater line w hen not loaded heavily. 
T he 
hole can be patched up so th a t she could 


be taken below w ith perfect safety. 
T be 
dam age to th e Clan M ackenzie is $80,000, 
an d she is said to be fully insured.

S he paid $378,000. 
Sidney L. Strickland, a bookseller of this 
city, has assigned for th e benefit of his 
creditors. 
H e owes $11,000. 
F o u r scurvy-stricken sailors of the ship 
Rescue have been discharged from the 
M arine H ospital as convalescent. 
C om m encing to-day, th e m ail intended 
for th e so uthern counties w ill be sent by 
steam er u n til th e repair o f th e railroad is 
com pleted. 
T he S uprem e C ourt has decided the case 
of A llen against N apa county, th at a Con­ 
stable given a w arrant to serve outside of 
his county is entitled to th e m ileage fixed 
by tbe fee bill. 
Carl Nelson, a m iner, w ho carne to this 
city recently, was robbed of $400 T hursday 
n ig h t. 
T o-day be got d ru n k and took pss 
sage on th e

P iedm ont, and 
jum ped overboard, but w as rescued by tbe 
deck hands. 
H e said th a t as he had been 
robbed, there was no occasion to live 
longer.

facilitated by any depressing em otion like 
fear or illness. 
W ith the first access of 
nasal and facial em otion com es chillness, 
followed by feverishness, w ith pronounced 
m alaize and, in general, headache, w eak­ 
ness and soreness of m em bers, especially oí 
th e large joints. 
. 
W ith the progress o f the case in som e 
epidem ics there is considerable general 
weakness, and even a m arked depression 
of the vital powers. W hen a fatal term ination 
is to occur, as a rule an extension dow n­ 
ward into the trachea and b ren ch iti takes 
place. 
R elapses are com m on, and fre­ 
quently patients pass by easy transition 
in to chronic bronchitis, asthm a, etc. 
Som etim es th e catarrhal process con­ 
tributes to chronic diseases of th e ear, nose 
and throat, and perm anently dam ages those 
parts.

GATED AND PLANTS ATTACKED.

As nearly all the diseases of vegetables 
are due to living organisms called fungi, 
something in regard to them will not be 
out of place. 
Many valuable experiments 
have been made in order to determine the 
nature and characteristics of the various 
forms of fungi which prey on both the liv­ 
ing and dead plants, chief among which 
being those of Professor Humphrey, of the 
Massachusetts Experiment fetation, who 
describes the difference between plants and 
fungi by stating that plants perform their 
various functions by distinct organs, such ; 
as leaves, roots, etc., while fungi perform 
their functions with the whole plant-body, 
which needs no variety of organs. 
The piant-body of fungi consists of 
numerous simple, branching white threads, 
which spread over or through the sub­ 
stances on which the growth is made. 


which is the most valuable in market is 
really not so valuable as the caseine, so 
far as the object of the consumption of 
milk is concerned. A quart of skim milk 
contains a larger proportion of the nu- 
ttitive elements than an equal quart of 
cream, as cream is almost entirely lieat- 
pn.ii.ming and fat forming, while the ele­ 
ment- nr growth, nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and mineral matter, is contained in 
the skim milk. The production of one 
quart of skim milk takes from the soil a 
larger amount of fertility than many times 
the same quantity of cream. The real

gauge the quality by the proportion of 
cream, which is the least expensive arti­ 
cle in the milk. There is probably no 
known method of protection other than to 
endeavor to patronize those who keep 
! choice stock, for it is to the kind of cows 
that one must look for the quality of the 
milk. 
RAISE YOUR OWN COWS. 
Half a dozen good cows are worth a, 
dozen poor ones. 
It takes as much food 
and care to keep a poor cow as it does a 
good one, aud while the former barely re­ 
turns enough to “pay her way,” the latter 
returns a comfortable profit to her owner. 
Those farmers who are looking around for 
really good cows know how difficult it is to 
buy one when found, at a price they can 
afford to pay. 
Yet they freequently “keep 
looking around” for several years, when 
they might in the same time have raised

SHIPPING DRESSED POULTRY. 
First see that all poultry is well fat­ 
tened, as there is a great difference be­ 
tween the price of fat and that of poor 
poultry, and, in a fully stocked market, 
good "poultry, well fattened and well 
dressed, will always command ready sale 
and good prices, while poor, badly dressed, 
is slow of" sale at low prices. 
Therefore 
there is not only gain in weight by having 
poultry properly dressed, but also in price. 
Corn is the best for finishing oft' poultry, 
as it gives a firmer flesh aad yellower color 
than buckwheat and other grains. 
Feed 
nothing from twelve to twenty-four hours 
before killing, so that the crops will be 
perfectly empty. 
In killing, nse a sharp, narrow-bladed 
knife, inserting it in the mouth as far back 
as the ear, and cutting the vein. Then 
hang it up by the legs, until thoroughly 
bled. The water for scalding should be at 
boiling point. Take the fowl by the legs 
and head, dip it iu the water two or three 
times, letting the hot water through the 
feathers to the skin. Then strip off the 
feathers clean, pin-feathers and all. If the 
heads are dipped in the water, the scald­ 
ing will make them look stale and shrunk­ 
en. After thoroughly picking, dip in clean 
scalding water, then plunge in clean cold 
water, letting it remain about ten minutes. 
Take it out and hang in a cool, dry place, 
in a current of air, but do not let it freeze. 
Do not draw it or take tha intestines out. 
Leave the head and legs or., and take great 
care iu dressing not to rub or tear the 
skin.bruisethefleshorbreak thebones. The 
above hints are for scalded poultry, which 
is in mostdimind.

FARM NOTES. 


The Poultry Keeper says that all claims 
of any difference between chickens hatched 
in incubators or under hens are sheer non­ 
sense. 
One gallon of red paint and five gallons 
of crude petroleum, well mixed, is claimed 
to be the cheapest paint that can be made. 
It is also very durable. 
Good seed should be always secured in 
advance. There is then time for a careful 
test and its quality can be ascertained be­ 
fore the whole crop is planted. 
The old idea that young cattle and colts 
must wiuter at straw stacks in open fields, 
to make them tough, happily has gone, 
much to the comfort of the youug animals. 
The more the peach trees are cut back 
when voung the more stocky will be the 
trunks' and branches. The very tall trees 
are also more roughly shaken by the 
winds. 
House plants should have as much sun 
and light during the winter months as pos­ 
sible ; admit 
air 
whenever 
the tem­ 
perature is not too cold, say 40° Fahrenheit 
in the open air. 
A turkey can be made very fat in ten 
days by liberal feeding. Turkeys will not 
fatten if confined to crops, but they may 
be kept in a small yard provided they are 
given a variety of food. 
Do not throw the cornstalks away, but 
pass them through a cutter aud use them 
in the manure heap as absorbents, so as to 
allow them to quickly decompose. 
If they 
are tender, cut them and feed them to 
stock. 
The housewife who makes a practice of 
giving fowls a mixed mess of warm mash 
and vegetables, with scraps of meat aud 
crumbs of bread, will quickly discover that 
it is superior to an exclusive diet of grain 
for poultry. 
The leaves of house plants should be 
kept cleau, and frequently sprinkled with 
water or washed w..h a plant syringe; 
this not only keeps off the insects, but 
clears the leaves ot dust and opens up the 
breathing pores. 
The injury to seed com in winter is not 


off clean while the fowl is warm, using 
great care not to tear or bruise the flesh. 
Then hang up by the legs to cool off; the 
same as for scalded fowl. Some persons 
also do what is called half-scalding, which 
is, after dry-picking cleanly, to dip in 
scalding water, then in cold. Turkeys, 
ducks and geese go through the same pro­ 
cess in dressing as fowls, both scalding and 
dry-picking. Some persons, after the ducks 
and geese are picked, to more thoroughly 
free them from pin feathers rub them oyer 
with powdered rosin; dip iu scalding 
water and rub off the rosin and pin 
feathers; then wash thoroughly with warm 
water and brush with soap; 
then rinse in 
cold water and hang up until cold and 
thoroughly dried.—American Agriculturi.it 
for January.

Don’t use any hogs for breeding pur­ 
poses except those that show evidence in 
form, disposition and breed of inclination 
to early maturity. 
Hogs are raised only 
for their flesh, and the fewest days it takes 
a pig to accumulate enough to be of any 
marketable size the more profitable it is for 
its owner. 
When planting a young tree leave very 
little wood. Cut back as much as possible. 
By so doing the roots will be better able to 
provide nourishment in the beginning. 
Many young trees die because there are 
not enough roots to feed the surplus wood 
that was allowed to remain on the young 
tree when it was planted. 
Study to make manure—keep such a 
class as farm animals as will best convert 
all coarse lodder, with the least amount of 
grain, into manure. 
Would it not be more 
profitable to feed ont that hay, stalk or 
straw stack than to sell it? 
Iu computing 
the value of barnyard manure few take into 
consideration the humus matter, which 
most farms need as badly as the chemical 
ingredients. 
No person can engage in the artificial 
hatching of chicks for early broilers unless 
he keeps sufficient hens to provide eggs for 
that purpose. One of the greatest diffi­ 
culties encountered with broiler establish­ 
ments is procuring eggs that will hatch. 
Laying in the winter season is unnatural 
with hens, and to collect eggs from al! 
sources is to incur the risk of a lack of fer­ 
tility of the eggs. 
Either red clover or orchard grass, or a 
mixture of both, is the best for seeding 
down the orchard. 
But before this is done 
care should be taken to see that the soil 
is properly manured, that the trees are 
making a strong, vigorous growth, and 
that the soil is in proper condition for 
seeding down. 
Many orchards are seri­ 
ously injured hv seeding to grass before 
the trees have made a sufficient growth.— 
Western Plowman. 
Beet seed is easily grown, and every 
gardener who is desirous of fine beets 
should raise his owu seed, carefully se­ 
lecting medium-sized roots having 
the 
characteristics most desired. 
These should 
he preserved in sand, carefully set out as 
early in the spring as possible, and the 
seed" stems supported as they grow by 
small stakes and strings. 
A dozen beets 
will produce a pound or more of ripe 
seed.— Rural New Yorker. 
The stables and stalls should be cleaned 
early in the morning, which exposes the 
floors to the air, thus aiding in the purifi­ 
cation. A properlv-cleaned stable is one 
that permits persons to walk within with­ 
out liability of coming in contact with 
filth of any kind. 
Even the odors should 
not be detected. 
To do this may require 
more work than some are willing to be­ 
stow, but good dairying is at the «x pense 
of labor and it should bedailv performed if 
choice butter is to be produced aud the 
highest prices obtained.

There are at the present time in Ger­ 
many upward of 600 co-operative cream­ 
eries. <)f this number 302 are situated in 
the province of Schleswig-Holstein, where 
they are chiefly engaged in preparing 
butter for export to the English market. 
One advantage with currants is that if 
they are kept properly pruned, the old 
woo’d cut out, the weeds kept down and 
the soil rich by the application of fertil­ 
izers, the plants will grow and bear fruit 
for twenty-five years without replenishing. 
As a general rule, for the hatching of 
chickens 21 days are required ; for par­ 
tridges, 24 days; for pheasants, 25 days; 
for guinea hens, 25 days; for common 
ducks, 28 days; for pea fowls, 2S days; for 
turkeys, 28 days; for barbary ducks, 30 
days, "and for geese, 30 days. 
Pigeons are fond of all the seeds given 
to cage birds, such as millet, canary and 
hemp seed, but they are too dear for gen­ 
eral use, though they may be profitably 
given as an occasional treat. 
Iiemp seed 
is very stimulating, and should be seldom 
given to pigeons iu close coBtinemeut.

A Chicago printer was busily engaged in 
hunting work, tells the Times of that city. 
“I had a good job,” he said, in a Monroe- 
street fiction foundry—one of those print- 
shops where they publish stories of the 
‘Skeleton Hunter’s Last Gurgling Gasp’ 
order by the cord. It ¡9 the rankest kind 
of rot, and is liable to give a printer blond- 
poisoning if he handles much of it. 
One 
day I got a wad of copy that was positively 
sickening. It was about a lovely girl who 
had been captured aud torn from her home 
by a heartless white desperado and his 
band of bloodthirsty Apaches. 
“That night they camped in a rocky 
gorge 200 miles from nowhere, and bound 
the unfortunate maiden to a tree with the 
usual buckskin thongs, which cut deep into 
her tender wrists. 
Then they all laid 
down and went to sleep. 
In the meantime 
Old Zeke, the Hairy Scout, who was on the 
trail, sneaked up just at daylight, when 
people sleep the soundest.

When I lived in the Indian country for 
upwards of twelve years, and encountered 
tiie red man daily, either in peace or war, 
1 never considered him worth studying as 
a man. 
Indeed, in only one single in­ 
stance was I satisfied that there was any­ 
thing to study. 
I felt that he was to be 
taken as a surly, brutal, inconsistent and 
revengeful chunk of humanity, aud any 
search for sentiment was time thrown 
away. This one instance occurred during 
the savage Indian campaign which ended 
in Custer’s death. 
In the fall of 1866, while I was carrying 
a dispatch between two temporary posts on 
ihe Arkansas river, and when mid a ay be­ 
tween the posts and twenty miles from 
either, at the hour of noon, I came upon 
an Indian lying on the ground between 
two of the monotonous ridges of the plains. 
I saw him while yet forty rods away, and I 
knew that he was dead or unconscious. 
Before I got to him I discovered pony 
tracks, and knew that he had come there 
on horseback. 
I reached the body to find 
it that of a young buck about twenty-two 
years old, and for some time I believed 
him dead. 
He had been shot through the 
head, as I supposed, as one side of it was 
covered with blood, and while I sat on my 
horse and looked down on him a dozen or 
more buzzards were sailing in the air 
above us, waiting for the feast. 
I was 
rather rejoiced that the force of hostiles 
were reduced by even one, for every In­ 
dian was a hostile in those day, and was 
about to ride on when the supposed dead 
man uttered a groan. 
I was down beside him in a moment. 
I 
had a bottle of brandy aud a cauteen of 
water, and when I had poured some of 
the former down his throat, and used the 
latter to wash off’ some of the blood, he 
opened his eyes aud looked at me in a way 
to prove that he had his senses. 
I could 
speak the Sioux dialect like one born iu 
the tribe, and I presently asked : 
“Who are you, and how came you to be 
in this condition ?” 
“Why don’t you kill me ?” he asked in 
reply. 
“1 have no wish to harm you.” 
“But the white man and Indian are 
enemies. 
We kill whenever we can.” 
“If I found you seeking my life I should 
try to take yours. 
As it is, you are almost 
dead, and I am willing to aid you iu any 
way I can.” 
He looked incredulous, and composed 
himself for the death-blow ; but as I mixed 
some water and brandy and handed it to 
him, and again investigated the nature of 
his wound, he finally explained that he 
was a member of Little Crow’s hand. The 
Sioux tribe, as a tribe, was then split tip 
into half a dozen bands, each under the 
leadership of a sub-chief. He would not 
fully explain what had occurred, but told 
me sufficient to enable me to supply 
the rest. 
He had attempted to run 
off with one of the sub-chiefs three wives, 
and had been pursued, overtaken, and left 
for dead. 
The bullet had not entered his 
skull, hut had ploughed through the scalp 
clear over his head, rendering him uncon­ 
scious for several hours and making a ter­ 
rible wound to look at. 
There was water 
in a sink-hole a quarter of a mile away, 
and I fetched some and worked away at 
him until I could see the extent of his in­ 
juries. 
He was sitting up and feeling 
quite strong when I offered to do a bit of 
ruda surgery for him. 
He grunted his as­ 
sent, and I "took needle and thread from 
my pack and brought the scalp together 
and stitched in half a dozen places. 
It 
must have hurt him terribly, for 1 worked 
away as if mending a slit in an army 
blanket, but during the whole operation he 
never uttered a groan. 
When I had his 
head in shape I divided my luncheon 
with him, and was amazed to see what an 
appetite he had. As we finished, I said: 
“You are not able to travel, and if you 
were you are defenseless. 
What do you 
propose to do ?” 
“I cannot return to Little Crow’s hand 
for a time, if ever,” he replied after a mo­ 
ment’s thought: ‘as my white brother says, 
I am weak and without even a knife. 
Let 
him tell me his plan.” 
“I should advise you to lie quiet near 
the water hole for a day or two. I shall 
return this way inside of two days, and 
then you will be stronger. 
Here is one of 
my revolvers to protect yourself with. 
You can also take this blanket and the 
rest of my meat and crackers. 
I shall 
make for this spot as I return, and I hope 
to find you.” 
No Indian will give his feelings away in 
his face if he can possibly prevent it, hut 
this young fellow made no effort. He 
looked his amazement and incredulity, 
and «ven as he held the revolver in His 
hand he stared at me as if he could not 
comprehend my motive. 
We were ene­ 
mies. 
I had not only succored him when 
I found him helpless, but had placed in 
his hands a weapon to enable him to take 
my life. 
He *ould not help but suspect 
some duplicity on my part, until I turned 
and rode away. 
I did not look back at 
him, but I knew that he was on his feet 
and following my progress witli wondering 
eyes. 
It was 3 o’clock in the afternoon of the 
third day when I returned to the water 
hole, and failed to find my warrior there. 
I waited for a full hour, but be did not 
show up. 
I was going away feeling very 
bitter toward him, when I discovered a 
trail showing that a large war party had 
passed there the day before, and I knew 
then that he had either joined k or been 
driven away. The scene of war was shift­ 
ing every day, and by the next spring I 
had almost forgotten the incident. 
The 
facts leaked out in one way and another, 
and for a time I was the butt of ridleuk» 
of all the officers and scouts. 
My green­ 
ness in supposing an Indian had any qr.wi- 
tnde was bad enough, they said, baf the 
idea of my giving him food and a weap»a 
brought down the house. 
During the early part of summer of tbs 
next year I was detailed as one of th« 
guards to accompany the stages over a »«r- 
tain distance on the Smoky Hill route. 
There were from three to six of as with 
each stage, according to the demeanor of 
the Indians, who, at times, seemed de­ 
termined to prevent all travel. A skirmish 
of some sort was an everyday occurrwic*, 
but one afternoon, as three of us were rid­ 
ing ahead of the stage in which were thr«« 
civilians, we were ambushed from a cut or 
ravine. 
Tiie patty of Indians numbered 
twenty-one, and they did a very singular 
thing. 
My two companions were shot dead 
at tiie first volley, while my horse was 
killed. 
They did not molest the stage a* 
all, although it could have been easily 
captured, but let it go and turned their at­ 
tention to me. 
When my horse went down 
I took his body for a breastwork and opened 
a rapid fire on the advancing Indians, 
while the stage driver whipi>ed up hi» 
horses and was soon out of sight. 
No one 
man,no matter how brave and well-armed, 
could be expected to stand off such a band 
of Indians very long. 
I killed one and 
wounded another, and then they scattered 
and circled me. 
This deprived me of the 
protection of my breastwork, and, knowing 
that I had no show whatever of rescue, I 
stood up and signaled the fact of my sur­ 
render. 
It was taking a chance, but it was 
the only thing left. 
I had reason to be­ 
lieve they would hold me as a prisoner for 
a few days before disposing of me, and it 
was between suicide and hoping for an op- 
j portuuity to escape. 


The band came crowding up as I sur­ 
rendered, and my first reception was better 
than I had hoped for. They did not, as a 
rule, feel so bitter against the stage people 
and guards as they did against the soldiers. 
I handed out my weapons, submitted to be 
bound without a question, and was then 
mounted on a pony and stationed in the 
center of the band as it rode off to tiie 
northwest. This was about two hours be­ 
fore sundown. After riding for an hour, 
during which several Indians questioned 
me in regard to the soldiers, we united 
with another band of eighteen, who were 
hidden away in a dry run about three 
miles off’ the stage route. 
We had scarcely 
come up when I recognized in one of the 
warriors the young buck whom I had cared 
for at the water-hole the year previous. 
He gave me a sign of recognition, and with 
it a signal that we were to be strangers. 
He was one of the first to declare my iden­ 
tity as a Government scout, and to argue 
that I ought to be put to the torture at 
once. 
Several other young men agreed 
with him, but the older heads would not 
listen to anything of the kind. 
I was 
greatly shocked to find that this second 
band held as prisoners a white man named 
Cooper and a boy named Peters. 
They 
had been captured together thirty mile’s 
away while hunting for a lost horse. The 
man seemed dull-witted, aud did not ap­ 
parently realize what was in store for him. 
The hoy, on ths contrary, keenly appreci­ 
ated his danger, and was ail unnerved. He 
was only sixteen years old, pale and sickly, 
and when I saw him in tears I could not 
reproach him, though I warned him that 
he would subject himself to the contempt 
of the Indians, and provoke them to ad- 
minster greater punishment. 
At dusk we all set off together in a 
north-westerly direction, and after riding 
a distance of eighteen or twenty miles we 
reached an Indian camp on a creek run­ 
ning into the Solomons river. This creek 
is called “Wolf,” “Bear,” “Crow,” and sev­ 
eral other names, but military records 
speak of it as Snake creek. 
It was Black 
Eagle’s village, and numbered about fifty 
lodges, but only the old men and boys were 
home. 
All the warriors were on the war­ 
path. 
About half a dozen, two of whom 
were wounded, came in, however, two 
hours after our arrival, and next morning 
I saw oue band of fourteen come in from 
the east. 
Each prisoner was placed in a 
different quarter of the village. A family 
near the center of the village vacated a 
lodge for my benefit, and when left alone I 
found uijself so securely lied that I could 
neither move hand nor foot. 
A warrior 
was placed on guard at the door, and after 
an hour or two of rejoicing the village set­ 
tled down to sleep. 
I could take no other 
position except to lie on my right side, 
and the thongs pained me so that I could 
not sleep. 
I was facing the door of the 
lodge, and it was within half an hour of 
daybreak, when a voice whispered in my 
ear: 
“Let my brother keep up a stout heart. 
I will seek to release him when night 
comes again 1” 
It was the voice of the warrior I had suc­ 
cored many months ago, and he had en­ 
tered the lodge from the back side. 
I had 
not detected the slightest sound, nor in his 
withdrawing could I follow him. The 
guard at the door appeared to be asleep, 
but if I had been able to work out of my 
bonds I should not have made a move to­ 
ward escape. 
Morning dawned soon after my visitor 
left, and the whole village had eaten 
breakfast before 7 o’clock. About that 
hour a warrior came in, untied me, gave 
me a big dish of soup and a large piece of 
meat, aud when I had finished the meal 
my hands were tied behind my back and I 
was led out and tied to a stake and made 
to wituess the torture inflicted on Cooper 
and the boy. This began at 8 o’clock and 
lasted until noon. I was satisfied from the 
first that they would let the boy off lightly, 
as fear and anxiety had wrecked his mind. 
Had he been voluble and full of gestures, 
as insane people usually are, I think they 
would have turned him loose, but unfort­ 
unately he was as one stricken dumb. 
They got no enjoyment out of Ills suffer­ 
ings aud soon dispatched him. 
Cooper was a strong, healthy man, and 
he was under some sort of torture for three 
hours before they finished him. 
I was to 
be saved until the morrow, when other 
warriors were expected in, and the village 
was to be broken up. At noon I was taken 
back to the tepee, tied up as before, and no 
one came near me until sundown. Then I 
was given the same food as in the morning, 
a guard placed outside the door, and by 10 
o’clock the village was asleep. 
It was an 
hour later, and I was lying in the same 
position as the night before, when a knife 
carefully cut the thongs. 
Then a hand 
chafed my wrists and ankles to restore the 
circulation, and after six or seven minutes 
a voice whispered : 
“My white brother must move as the 
snake! 
Come!” 
I crept after him on hands and knees. 
He led the way right through the village, 
clearing the path of everything that might 
give the alarm, and we were well out of it 
before we rose up. 
Then he hurried me 
to a grove, where I found a pony ready 
saddled, handed me a luncheon in a bark 
basket, and the revolver lent him so long 
ago, and as I got my seat in the saddle he 
whispered: 
“You saved my life—now I save yours! 
Good ! 
Ride this way and go fast until 
daylight!” 
He disappeared before I could thank 
him, and I rode away in the direction in­ 
dicated. 
By daylight I was safe at a dug- 
out on the mail route, and it was eighteen 
months later before I heard of my dusky 
frieud again. Then it was to learn that 
he had been suspected of aiding my escape 
and was tomahawked as a traitor.—N .Y. 
Sun.

WOMEN WHO SPEND TIME AND MONEY 
IN THE SEARCH.

For the average woman the suggestion 
of a bargain has an irresistible attraction. 
Men are to a less extent affected by this 
fashion, although even among them there 
are a few bargain hunters in tneir way. 
But there are hundreds upon hundreds of 
women in a city who, barring the butcher, 
the grocer, and the coal man, never pre­ 
tend to patronize anyone who does not 
offer them a bargain. These women haunt 
the stores 
that 
advertise 
“bargains,” 
“mark-down sales,” “bankrupt stocks,” and 
crowd the auction rooms, following the 
business with almost the feverish anxiety 
that characterizes the gambler at the faro 
table. 
That there are bargains to be secured at 
the dry goods stores which are most con­ 
spicuous in catering to this passion on the 
part of lovely woman is quite true, but it 
is the initiated that are apt to profit most 
by them. 
There are, of course, genuine 
“mark-down sales.” 
Stock that has been 
carried until toward the end of the season 
is usually put down to very low figures, 
and purchases of fine goods can often be 
made at one-half, or even one-third, cost 
price. 
But one needs to be pretty familiar 
with the goods, and often to have a friend 
in the store, to profit thereby. 
One woman whom I know, says a Xew 
York writer, has for years never bought an 
article of wearing apparel that v.as not 
marked down in price. She has got the 
business down to a system. 
In ail the 
large establishments she has won the good 
will of some of the saleswomen of the 
leading departments, and these friends 
quietly notify her by postal cards when 
there are bargains to he secured. There­ 
upon she promptly sallies forth on a shop- | 
ping trip, and she generally manages to g e t' 
the pick of choice things. 
Like the ha­ 
bitual toper or opium fiend, she can never 
resist a bargain, and buys whatever she 
can get cheap, and packs it away for use 
some time in the future. To day she prob­ 
ably has goods enough on hand to stock a 
small dry goods establishment, and still 
she keeps on buying. 
The wholesale establishments also offer 
opportunities for bargains to those who 
“know the ropes.” The samples that the 
drummers carry on the road during the 
season are brought back to the house, and 
are sold out for a mere song. 
Happy the 
woman who knows when these bargains are 
to be had. She can excite the hopeless 
envy of all her female acquaintances by 
the display of purchases which are seem­ 
ingly possible only to those of unlimited 
means. 
But all bargain-’nunters have not these 
inside sources of information, and are 
therefore obliged to take their chances 
with the crowds at the counters. One 
needs only to frequent the stores on these 
special days to see what these chances are. 
The scene can only be compared to the ex­ 
citement in the wheat pit or on the Stock 
Exchange when the bottom has fallen out 
of the market. 
There is frenzy wild, con­ 
fusion worse confounded, a fight for posi­ 
tion and a wrangling for spoils that would 
almost put to shame a crowd of political 
office-seekers. 
Aud are these people able to satisfy the 
desires of their hearts ? Y es and no. They 
secure some undoubted bargains, but for 
the most part they generally get cheap 
goods at a correspondingly low price. 
There exists a regular trade that caters ex­ 
clusively to this class of buyers. Goods 
are made especially for “bargain,” “mark­ 
down,” “less-tlian-cost” and “bankrupt” 
sales. 
There are jobbers that deal alone 
in goods of this description, while other 
houses make this an important adjunct to 
their other business. 
Most large retail es­ 
tablishments make a specialty of this sort 
of traffic frequently in the course of the 
year, and in the wholesale and jobbing 
trade “orders fora Jnnary” have a peculiar 
significance, as meaning that “bargain” or 
“mark-down” goods are wanted. 
It is not to be supposed that the pur­ 
chaser does not get a fair return for her 
money, for these goods, although not 
“less than cost” or “sacrificed,” are gen­ 
erally sold at a small margin of profit, and 
are quite worth what they cost. They are 
made to sell cheap, and besides, the retail 
dealer, by ordering large quantities, is able 
to buy at “way-down” prices. One of the 
largest retail houses in Xew York city has 
just placed an order for nearly *20,000 
worth of women’s and children’s under­ 
wear for an annual January mark-down 
sale. 
Then, as for “bankrupt” and “damaged- 
by-fire” sales, there is no limit to which 
they can be and are carried. Why, from a 
“bankrupt” stock of ten thousand dollars 
a hundred thousand dollars’ worth of goods 
can easily be sold! A “bankrupt ” sale is 
like the widows’ cruse of oil, only that it 
is kept replenished througli the ordinary 
channels of business, and not by any mi­ 
raculous means. 
And as for a fire! that 
has often been the salvation of a retail 
dealer. 


WITTY IMPROMPTUS. 


S o m e o f th e K rillia n t S ay in g s o f Sw ift, 
C a n n in g a n d O th e rs.) 
[From th e London News ] 
Few people were so fertile in witty im­ 
promptus as Dean Swift. He was once in­ 
vited by a rich miser to dine with a large 
party, and, on being requested by the host 
to return thanks at the removal of the 
cloth, he uttered the following grace i 
T hanks for this miracle—this is no less 
T han to eat manna in the wilderness 
Where raging hunger reigned we've found re 
lief, 
A nd seen th e wond’rous thing—p. piece of beef. 
H ere chim neys smoke th at never sm oked be­ 
fore. 
And w e've a ll eat w here we shall eat no m ore. 
Even in the lunacy which darkened the 
dose of his life, he had some intervals of 
sense when his brilliaut wit was as keen as 
ever. During these intervals his physicians 
were accustomed to take him out in a car­ 
riage for the benefit of fresh air. 
When 
they came to the park, Swift remarked a 
new building, and asked what it was de­ 
signed for, to which Dr. Kingsbury answer­ 
ed: 
“That, Mr. Dean, is the magazine for 
arms and powder far the security of the 
city.” 
“Oh 1” said DeaD, pulling out his 
pocket-book, “let me make an item of 
th a t; this is worth remarking. 
‘My tab­ 
lets,’ as Plunket says, ‘my tablets: mem­ 
ory, put down that’ ’’—on which he 
penned the following lines, which were the 
last he ever wrote: 
Behold a proof of Irish sense! 
H ere Irish w it is seen: 
W here nothing's lef. th a t's w orth defense, 
We build a m agazine. 
And then put up his pocket-book, laugh­ 
ing heartily at the conceit, and finishing 
it with these words: 
“After the steed is 
stolen shut the stable door.” 
He never 
again spoke a sensible word, so that these 
lines may be said to be the last speech and 
dying words of this wit. 
* At a trial in the Rolls Court, Dublin, 
when the celebrated John Phllpot Curran 
presided as Master, Mr. Hope, an eminent 
attorney, being employed as agent in a 
certain cause,apologized to the Court for the 
absence of Mr. Joy, his counsel; requesting 
that it would delay for a few moments till 
Mr. Joy, who was engaged in another 
Court, would return. 
borne time having 
elapsed, the Judge (Mr. Curran) addressed 
the bar, saying: 
“Gentlemen, I think we 
had better proceed with the business of 
the day, although 
Rope told a flattering tale 
T hat Joy w ould soon return. ” 


Most people have heard of how Roches­ 
ter and Buckingham, the two profligate 
wits of the Restoration period, happened 
one day when walking in High street, 
i Oxford, to meet a student who appeared to 
' be very intent on a book, which he held 
in his hand, when Rochester addressed 
him as follows: 
Pray, Mr. Student, can you tell 
W hich is th e nearest road to h ell ? 
The student, looking up, and knowing his 
ment replied: 
Some say B uckingham : I say nay, 
F or Rochester is th e nearest w ay. 
Canning, having heard that Brougham 
wished his enmity to Pitt to be written on 
his tomb, penned the following. 
Brougham w rites h is epitaph to w it, 
“ H ere lies the euem y of P itt." 
If w e're to take him a la lettre. 
The sooner ’tis inscribed the better. 
During the Commonwealth, when Crom­ 
well and his army lay at Perth, a rich old 
miser named Monday, who lived in that 
town, hanged himself on account of the 
fall of grain in price. Oliver, so the story 
runs, offered a premium for the best im­ 
promptu verse upou the occurrence. Sev­ 
eral were sent to the Protector on that oc­ 
casion, but h° was pleased with none of 
them. At length a poor cobbler sent him 
the following, which was approved, and he 
received the premium: 
Blessed be the Sabbath dav, 
A nd curs'd be w arlike n e lf; 
Tuesday must now begin the week, 
For M onday's hanged him self. 
A person who, upon reading these lines, 
perceived that the cobbler supposed Mon­ 
day to be the first day of the week wrote 
the following : 
W hat country cam ’ th e cobbler frae, 
T hat M onday 'can th e week, w ha wo'.? 
Nor Jew uor C hristian could he be, 
Forsooth he was a H ottentot. 
The Rev. William Clarke, Chancellor of 
Chichester, a hundred years ago produced 
an impromptu which it would be hard to 
excel. On the tomb of the Duke of Ricli- 
mon, in Chichester Cathedral, was an in­ 
scription ending with these words: 
Hcee est dom us ultim a. 
On reading this inscription, Mr. Clarke 
wrote the following impromptu : 
Did he w ho tin :, inscribed th is wall 
Not read or uo; believe SO ut Paul, 
W ho says there is. w here’e r it stands, 
A nother house not m ade w ith bands? 
Or m ay we g ath er from these words 
T h at bouse is not a House o f Lords ? 
Horace Walpole, the implacable enemy 
of Archbi-hop Seeker,wrote an impromptu 
on his arehiepiseopai signature, which pro­ 
duced a permanent change. 
The present 
Primate of all England signs himself “Ed­ 
ward Cantuar;” but a hundred years ago 
“Cant.” was the customary abbreviation. 
After a quarrel 
with the Archbishop, 
Walpole wrote the following: 
T he Bench has oft posed us and set us a-scoffing. 
By signing W ill. Loudon, John Sarum , John 
Roffen; 
But this head of the church no expounder w ill 
w ant, 
For his G race signs his own proper nam e.Thom as 
Cant. 
Seeker got nicknamed “ Tom Cant” 
throughout his diocese in consequence; 
and hence it happened that his successors 
took to “Cantuar.” 
Dr. Burney, who wrote the celebrated 
anagram on Lord Xelson after the victory 
of the Xile—“Honor est a Xiio” (Horatio 
Xelson)—was shortly afterwards on a visit 
to his lordship. 
He omitted to provide 
himself with a nightcap and borrowed one 
from his host. 
As his custom was, he sat 
down to read before retiring to rest, and 
was shortly afterwards alarmed by the 
nightcap catching fire from his candle. 
He collected the remains and returned 
them to Lord Xelson with the following 
lines: 
Take your nightcap again, m y good lord, I de­ 
sire— 
I would nr-t detain it a m in u te: 
W hat belongs to a Nelson, w herever there’s fire. 
Is sure to be instantly in it. 
W hen the fair utilitarian and political 
economist, H arriet Martineau, published 
her book against marriage, it was sent to Dr. 
Maginn to review. 
His critique ran thus: 
A book against wedlock, oh! oh! 
A nd w ritten by Miss M artineau! 
But this I w ill know, 
sh e w ill not say “ No" 
To a handsom e young beau, 
Ju st six feet or so— 
Fie, fie, H arriet M artineau! 
When Lord Palmerston, the Premier, 
was lying ill with gout, a very smart im­ 
promptu was composed by a member of his 
Government, referring to himself and Lord 
Derby, both being laid up with the same 
malady: 
T he Prem ier in. th e Prem ier out. 
A re both la i i up w ith pedal gout, 
A nd no place cau they go to; 
H ence it ensues th at, though of old 
T heir differences w ere m anifold, 
T hey now agree in toto. 
A doctor sent the following with a couple 
of ducks to a patient: 
I'v e dispatched, m y dear m adam , th is scrap of 
a letter 
To say th a t M iss 
is very m uch better; 
A regular doctor no longer she lacks, 
So, therefore, I’ve sent h er a couple of quacks. 
The following lines were sent with a 
goose: 
W hen th is you see 
R em em ber me, 
W as loug a phrase in use; 
A nd so I send, 
To yon, dear friend, 
My proxy. 
W hat ? A goose ! 
A country editor prepared the following 
impromptu uuon the marriage of Air. Hus­ 
band to the lady of his choice: 
T he case Is the strangest w e have know n in our 
life, 
A husband's a husband, and so is h is wife. 
Thelatepoet and humorist, John Godfrey 
Saxe, composed the following, on being 
given a candle, when the gas went out at a 
drawing-room entertainment, by a beauti­ 
ful young lad y :

C ol. A lfred R lie tt, L a te o f S ou th C aro­ 
lin a —Hia D u el w ith C ol. C alh ou n . 
[From the P h ilad elp h ia Times.] 
W ith the recent death of Colonel Alfred 
Rhett at Charleston has passed away one 
of the most picturesque figures associated 
with the defense of that city against the 
Federal forces. 
Personally he was also a 
most interesting study as an exaggerated 
specimen of the Southern fire-eater. 
His 
fatal duel with Colonel William Ransom 
Caihoun, a nephew of the great Southern 
statesman, is a famous page in the dark 
records of the code of honor. 
Graduated at Harvard, Alfred Rhett 
was, when the tear began, one of the gayest 
of the fashionable young men of Charleston 
society. He easily procured an appoint­ 
ment from Governor Pickens to a lieuten­ 
ancy in the battalion of South Carolina ar­ 
tillery, (regulars), subsequently enlarged 
to a regiment and designated as the First 
South Carolina Artillery. 
In this capacity 
he took pait in the reduction of Fort Sum­ 
ter, and it was then that the bitter feud 
originated which ended in the death of 
Colonel Calhoun. 
Calhoun, then the senior Captain of the 
battalion, commanded at Fort Alonltrie. 
Rhett was in charge of the battery. 
Dur­ 
ing the heat of the bombardment Alajor 
Anderson’s flag fell, and Calhoun mistak­ 
ing the circumstance for a signal of sur­ 
render, instantly shouted to the gunners, 
“Cease firing.” The younger officer vio­ 
lently resented the breach of etiquette in 
not first communicating the order to him­ 
self, and thus began the deadly feud. 
It is 
but truth, however, to say that while this 
circumstance was the occasion, the real 
cause was found iu the subaltern’s most 
unprofessional impatience of control. 
It 
is probable, too, that this disposition was 
exasperated by certain “old army” hauteur 
aud brusqueness with which Calhoun was 
fairly chargeable. 
A graduate of West 
Point, he inclined to martinetism, while 
Rhett, who was himself a terror to the 
enlisted men, was little disposed to accom­ 
modate himself to that temper in others. 
So matters went from bad to worse, the 
broach constantly widening, the younger 
officer chaffing under the control of his 
senior, and omitting no opportunity of 
showing his hatred and contempt of a man 
whom lie pronounced to be a coward. 
The strain was temporarily relieved by 
Captain Calhoun going to Virginia with 
his company equipped as a light battery, 
while Rhett was promoted to the Cap­ 
taincy of the second company aud sta­ 
tioned at Fort Sumter. 
In this capacity 
he exercised a harsh discipline, which 
made him probably the most thoroughly 
hated and feared officer at the post­ 
ín the summer of 13G2 the feud be­ 
tween Rhett and 
Calhoun reached its 
culmination. The battalion had been en­ 
larged to a regiment, aud Caihoun as Col­ 
onel, returned from Virginia to take the 
command. 
Khett was Alajor. 
Unhappily 
the bursting of a cannon during a series of 
experiments, removed the amiable Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, Wagner, and Khett, being 
next in the line of promotion, was once 
more brought into immediate relations to 
his detested senior. The old line of ag­ 
gression was taken up. On the one side 
was defiance; on the other wa«, probably, 
considerable forbearance. 
At all events 
such was the opinion of the officers of the 
regiment, whose 
sympathy 
was, with 
scarcely an exception, with the Colonel. 
It was well understood—indeed, publicly 
proclaimed—that Rhett, who was a dead 
shot with the pistol and in daily practice, 
had no other object in view than that of 
driving his senior to challenge him. 
On 
his side, Caihoun sleadily declared that 
his first duty was to the country, and that 
he would not allow himself to be driven 
to avenging private insults until the war 
should be ended. 
But so bitter was the general feeling 
that a splendid old veteran, Colonel Peter 
C. Gaillard, as a friend of Calhoun, 
avowed his intention of sending a chal­ 
lenge to Khett. Then Calhoun, in ex­ 
tremities, mailed his resignation to the 
Confederate War Department and imme­ 
diately called out his junior. The result 
was a forgone conclusion. 
R hett had the 
choice of weapons, and of course named 
pistols. The two men met at sunrise the 
following morning, and at the sharp crack 
of Rhett’s pistol Calhoun fell dying. 
He 
was buried from old St. Paul’s, his obse­ 
quies attended by a large concourse of citi­ 
zens and by a numerous body of his regi­ 
mental officers, over whom his tragic end 
cast a deep gloom. 
There was a strong feeling of general in­ 
dignation against Rhett, aud it was hoped 
that the military authorities would show 
some sense of common decency by, at the 
least, assigning him to some other field of 
duty. 
But he had influence, and it is one 
of the scandals of the W ar Department at 
Richmond that, after a brief suspension 
from duty during the sitting of the Board 
of Inquiry, he was promoted to the place 
which his own good right hand had made 
vacant. 


“ ECCENTRICS” IN HIGH LIFE. 


S o m e P e c u lia r itie s o f a F e w o f E u ro p e 's 
O d d e s t 4‘C ranks.** 
[From th e P all M ali Gazette. J 
To the Odyssey of Prince Joseph Sitl- 
koffiski, who was imprisoned in a lunatic 
asylum at Vienna, escaped to Switzerland, 
and once again imprisoned in an asylum at 
Brnn, has now been added another chapter. 
A Board of medical men who have been 
“sitting on" the eccentric Austrian million­ 
aire have declared that he is perfectly sane, 
and that what in his ease has been pro­ 
nounced insanity was nothing but original­ 
ity and eccentricity, and consequently his 
Highness the Prince is once again at lib­ 
erty and able to pursue the uneven tenor of 
his ways. 
Apropos of Prince SulkofDki’s release, 
the Paris Figaro publishes an account of a 
number of other eccentric personages in 
European high life; among them King 
Louis II. of Bavaria naturally takes the 
first place. Duke Theodore of Bavaria, 
who has recently performed his thousandth 
successful operation as an oculist, is men­ 
tioned as the one member of the Bavarian 
house whose eccentricity is of a useful and 
laudable kiud. H is two august sisters, the 
Empress of Austria and the Queen of Na­ 
ples, have also many traits in their char­ 
acter which mark them at once as belong­ 
ing to the eccentric Bavarian race. 
Iu the Hohenzollern this “particular­ 
ism” has, ever since Frederick William I. 
and Frederick the Great, shown itself in a 
brutal and cynical trait. 
An exception to 
this rule is Prince Frederick, the owner of 
the charming castle of Rhenstein, on the 
banks of the Rhine, who often shows visit­ 
ors over his beautiful residence and ex­ 
plains the treasures of his museum of an­ 
tiquities. 
But the best and most frequent speci­ 
mens of an eccentric nation hail from the 
land of John Bull. Among them is men­ 
tioned Cecil S. (the Figaro warily sup­ 
presses the surname), who, for many year-, 
made Paris ring with stories of his wild 
doings. Finally gout attacked him, and 
he was doomed to perpetual confinement 
at home. The ballet having always been 
specially patronized by him, Air. S. started 
a ballet in his own four walls, where he 
kept an entire stage with all that belongs 
to it, including costumes of every possible 
variety. Five or six spectators were in­ 
vited to the choreographic spectacles, the 
artists in which were paid with more than 
princely 
liberality. 
Although Air. S. 
could never set a foot outside his house he 
always retained his ten horses and four 
carriages, which were regularly driven 
about in the Bois and on the boulevards, 
somewhat like the empty carriages seen 
behind a hearse. 
Russia, too,has always had her eccentric 
representatives in Paris, but has now ac­ 
cepted the social law of France, according 
to which, among the inhabitants of the 
most revolutionary country in Europe, it 
is considered extremely ill-bred to show 
any eccentricity. The first Russian of the 
old school who made Paris the scene of his 


exploits was AL Dimitri D., whose fame 
was acquired chiefly by his marvelous ca­ 
pacity for drinking champagne. 
In grati­ 
tude to the bottles out of which had come 
the chief enjoyment of his life, he collected 
the lead papers with which the corks of 
champagne bottles are covered, and out of 
those which he and his friends had con­ 
sumed a lead coffiu was made in which the 
Russian was carried to his grave. 
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THE MEXICAN 
GENDARMERIE. 


C h an ged F rom H ig h w a y m en to G uards 
o f th e R oad . 
[From H arper’s M agazine ] 
A very important subdivision of the 
army is the gendarmerie, a force charged 
with certain classes of police duties, of 
which the most responsible is that of 
keeping the highways clear of robbers. 
The section especially employed as a road 
guard is known as the Rurales, and is by 
all odds the most picturesque, and in some 
respects is the most meritorious body of 
troops in the Alexiean service. 
The be­ 
ginning of this famous corps was in the 
time of Santa Ana, when General Lagarde 
organized a troop of ranchmen that was 
known popularly—because of the ranchero 
dress of leather that its members wore— 
as the Cuerados. 
On the fall of Santa 
Ana the Cuerados took to the road, and 
were such successful highwaymen that 
they presently were given, because of the 
lavish ornamentation of silver upon their 
leather garments, the new nickname of 
the Plateados. 
The headquarters of the 
organization were in the mountain of the 
Alalinche, near Puebla, and its members 
very diiligently worked the highway be­ 
tween the Capital and Vera Cruz. 
Xor 
must these highwaymen be classed with 
ordinary vulgar robbers. 
The conditions 
of the country at this period were such 
that hundreds of men had no choice be­ 
tween starving and 
stealing, and the 
Plateados conducted their irregular busi­ 
ness in a chivalrous fashion, and fre­ 
quently manifested a generosity in their 
treatment of the travelers who fell into 
their hands quite worthy of the gallant 
traditions of .Sherwood Forest and of the 
courteous customs of Rooin Hood. 
In Comcnfurt’s time the good thought was 
acted upon of turning the Plateados from 
road robbers into road guards, and the 
rather startling proposal was found to work 
out admirably in practice. The corps was 
organized and still is maintained—being 
now about 4,000 strong—upon a footing 
unlike that of any other section of the 
army. 
Each man provides his own horse 
and equipment (excepting his arms), and 
is paid 10 reals a day, out of which he 
próvidas rations for himself and forage fur 
his horse. 
The men are armed with sa­ 
bre, carbine and revolver, and have a serv­ 
ice uniform of brown linen blouse and 
trousers, though this is worn less often 
than the regular ranchero dress of jacket 
and trousers of soft-dressed brown leather. 
The dress uniform is the ranchero costume 
glorified—the leather jacket aud trousers 
loaded down with silver buttons and silver 
embroidery, and the wide felt hat richly 
trimmed witli silver or even with gold. 
The mountings of the saddles and the 
bridles are of silver, and frequently silver 
-titnips match the rider’s heavy silver 
spurs. On dress-parade the horses wear 
housings of tooled and embroidered leather, 
and each man carries at the pommel of 
his saddle a light horse-liair lariet. and 
strapped fast to the cantle a crimson blan­ 
ket. 
The horses are by far the finest, ex­ 
cepting officers’ mounts, in the service,¡and 
are so greatly beloved and so affectionately 
treated that they seldom get out of con­ 
dition, for while on review they positively 
shine. 
The men are magnificent fellows, 
despite the joking dare-devils that they 
are. 


N o U nion o f C h u rc h a n d S ta te . 
The Constitution has received the un­ 
qualified praise of the best statesmen of 
this country and of Europe as an instru­ 
ment by which the balance of power is 
wonderfully preserved and all contingen­ 
cies provided for with marvelous pres­ 
cience. The omission complained of was 
not an oversight or blunder, for while its 
formation was fresh in the minds of the 
people in 1790, under the administration 
of Washington, the following provision 
was made in the Treaty of T ripoli: 
“As the Government of the United 
States is not in any sense founded on the 
Christian religion ; as it has in itself no 
character of enmity against the laws, re­ 
ligion or tranquillity ol Alussulmaus; and 
as tiie said States never have entered into 
any war or act of hostility against any 
Alohammedan nation, it is declared by the 
parties that no pretexts arising from re­ 
ligious opinions shall ever produce an in­ 
terruption of the harmony existing be­ 
tween the two countries.” 
The American nation is Christian in 
the broad sense of the word, which is 
synonymous with civilization. 
It seeks 
to “establish justice,” “promote the gen­ 
eral welfare,” and “secure the blessings of 
liberty to ourselves and our posterity ;” to 
guarantee equal rights to all. 
But such 
were the broad and Catholic views of the 
framers of the Constitution that Christi­ 
anity by name was not given preference 
over any other of the great religions of the 
world. 
They recognized the rights and influ­ 
ence of all religions, and ignored the nar­ 
row selfishness of theologians who can as 
little appreciate such liberal ideas as 
moles the broad sunshine. 
The Aloham­ 
medan was to be respected in his belief 
a- much as the followers of Luther or 
Calvin. 
The Stars 
and Stripes were 
flung to the breeze from a staff'fixed in 
the firm basis of equality, liberty and 
justice, and all nations might come to its 
protection, bringing their own beliefs, as­ 
sured in the right of enjoyment to the 
fullest extent compatible with the rights 
of others. 
On this foundation the nation has grown 
for a hundred years, with a separation of 
Church and State, not as complete, how­ 
ever, as the founders intended, without a 
protest until the present reaction of the 
“Reformers.” 
They would so amend as to 
“places the usages in our Government on 
an undeniable legal basis,” in the funda­ 
mental law of our nation, especially those 
which secure a proper oath and which 
protect society against blasphemy, Sabbath- 
breaking and p dj'gamy. 
“The real mean­ 
ing of this ambiguous tautology simply is 
that there should be constitutional recog­ 
nizance of laws which compel the observ­ 
ance of Sunday by attendance at church, 
and an official test oath that will exclude 
all but church members from office and 
disfranchise them. 
It means a theocracy, 
a form of government which sad experi­ 
ence has taught to be the most cruel, 
narrow, utterly immoral, extortionate and 
tyrannical possible to impose on a people.

I was talking the other day with a 
rugged old clergyman who has never al­ 
lowed the sharp angles of his creed to be 
rubbed off’ by the modern spirit of religious 
estheticism. 
“I suppose I am all wrong,” 
lie said, “but I can’t fall into the new­ 
fangled methods of preaching that are so 
popular now. 
In my day the preachers 
didn’t spend all their time in dissecting 
the Christian religion in their pulpits; 
they just took it for granted, and preached 
it as strongly as they knew how. 
But 
nowadays there is a tone of uneasy doubt 
running through a great deal of our preach­ 
ing that can do no good arid must do a 
great deal of harm. 
It is as if the preacher 
should get up and say, ‘Brethren, there is 
a good deal to he said for and against 
Christianity. 
Between you and me, I 
think we shall have to give up a good 
many of our old beliefs, for these scientific 
men are terribly strong. 
I don’t know 
how it’s all going to end, hut I humbly j 
suggest to you ou the whole we had better 
hang on to our religion as long as possible. 
And may be we can revise it and patch it 
up so that it won’t seem so absurd to the 
men of science.’ 
Xow, how do you sup­ 
pose such preaching is going to have any 
effect on the world ? The verv idea is ab­ 
surd.” 
“And then,” continued the old gentle­ 
man, “so many of our modern preachers 
liue almost entirely in the superficiaities of 
religion. 
I don’t impugn either their 
earnestness or devotion, hut they are earn­ 
est and devoted about mint, auise and cum­ 
min. 
I can imagine such a man at the 
last day thus giving an account of his 
stewardship: ‘Lord, I have done all that I 
could in the parishes of which I was pastor. 
I was zealous in putting in artistic, early 
English, siained glass windows. 
I so 
preached and labored that nearly all the 
pews were rented at a high figure. 
I 
worked hard to raise the standard of music. 
I made the church entertainments so in­ 
teresting that all the socially desirable peo­ 
ple came to them. 
I attracted msnv weal­ 
thy people to my churches, and so in­ 
creased their revenues, and in all my career 
I never said anything that con'd expose 
me to the charge of unorthodoxy.’

course, you think this is a caricature, and 
may he you won’t print it. 
But it is the 
honest opinion of an old man who was 
taught to think much of the realities of 
religion, and who, perhaps, doesn’t appre­ 
ciate as he ought the new methods that 
obtain to-day. Just give it as the opinion 
of an old fogy whose course is nearly 
ended, and who will he only too glad to 
learn that he is utterly mistaken in his

THE DIVOHCE QUESTION. 
The divorce question grows in interest 
as the debate progresses. We now have 
the opinions of Gladstone, Justice Bradley 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and of Senator Dolph. Mr. Gladstone 
concedes that there must l>e laws recog­ 
nizing divorce, but he would not consent 
to the remarriage of the parties under any 
conditions whatever. The standard of con­ 
jugal morality has declined according to 
his forty yeais of observation, mainly be­ 
cause of the laxity of the divorce laws. 
Mr. Justice Bradley refuses assent to the 
doctrine that there should never be any 
severance of the marriage bond. Mere 
separation he considered unjust to the in­ 
nocent and the injured party. He well 
says that the moral law does not demand 
that one shall he forever tied to a party 
who disregards all the obligations of the 
matrimonial unioD. nor does it exact cele- 
bacy from the injured party who has been 
set free and declared by competent author­ 
ity guiltless. If the law affords no relief 
to those who are the victims of the cruelty 
or the unfaithfulness of mates, the law will 
be set at defiance and greater injury to 
body and soul will result from clandestine 
methods of relief. 
Senator Dolph emphatically declares 
that divorced people should be permitted 
to re-many where there is not incompe­ 
tency to enter into the marriage relation. 
If punishment of the guilty party is neces­ 
sary, some means should be employed 
other than enforced celibacy. Whether 
divorce promotes or injures the moral 
soundness of the family is a question to be 
decided only according to the circum­ 
stances of each one. If one or both the 
parents are unfit to control the children or 
to associate with them, then divorce is for 
their moral good. The marital union 
should continue for life, but if by the act 
of one party the chief end of marriage is 
frustrated, the happiness of the parties is 
wrecked and the home influence corrupted) 
it is wiser to dissolve than to hold the 
contract indissoluble. 
If the question, “Does prohibition of 
divorce contribute to the moral purity of 
society?” is to be answered by com­ 
parison of social conditions of society in 
countries where divorce is permitted 
with the conditions where it is pro­ 
hibited, the response must be in 
the negative, according to the Senator’s 
view. In proof of the soundness of this 
judgment he asks with confidence if family 
morals in the United States, England and 
Germany do not compare favorably with 
those in France, Spain and Italy ? Even 
in South Carolina, where divorce was pro­ 
hibited before the rebellion, the moral con­ 
ditions were not superior to those of other 
States, and a judicial decision is cited in 
which the Court declared that, under the 
rigid law prohibiting divorce for any 
cause, men and women of excellent char­ 
acter, “but unfortunate in marriage, form 
connections the laws does not allow, and 
who make excellent husbands and virtu­ 
ous wives still. Yet they are considered as 
living in adultery because a vigorous and 
unyielding law, from motives of policy 
alone, has ordained it so.” 
As to reform measures the Senator ad­ 
vises that the effort be made to correct the 
laxity and want of uniformity in the laws 
of the States concerning divorce. Agita­ 
tion should be continued and a healthy 
public sentiment be built up. But he 
thinks the speediest and best remedy is 
Federal legislation. To that end the Con­ 
stitution should be amended committing 
such legislation to Congress. There is 
great force in this expression of the essay­ 
ist: 
Which shall legislate upon the subject, the 
States or the Federal Government, is a mere 
a 
uction of public convenience and welfare. A 
iversity of laws on these subjects between in- 


ihose between such nations. A citizen of the 
U n ite d States m»v be a lesident to-day of oue 
State and to-morrow of another; but his change 
of residence should be without change or im­ 
pairment of his rights of citizenship or his per­ 
sonal or property rights. 
We confess that the more the subject is 
considered the stronger becomes the rea­ 
soning of those who favor Federal legisla­ 
tion to secure uniformity of the laws con­ 
cerning marriage and divorce. 
e have 
thought that such amendment as is neces­ 
sary could not be secured, hut there are 
accumulating evidences of a change of 
sentiment upon the question in most of 
the States. We may well ask if the 
sovereignties would be yielding a right j 
that is necessary to the preservation of j 
their independence and individuality by j 
making the constitutional cession. The 


grant of power to Congress to legislate 
might be made so clear and be surrounded 
with such limitations that no dangerous 
legislation would be possible and no juris­ 
diction be stripped from the States that is 
essential to Statehood. 
As for the other question, “ Must causes 
of divorce be recognized beyond the Bibli­ 
cal?” the response must he in the affirma­ 
tive. Tfeere is no reason whatever in at­ 
tempting to better the conditions of so­ 
ciety by enforcing upon the innocent the 
comprnionship of the guilty, or in punish­ 
ing the blameless for the crime of the 
offending party. 
E. J. Phelps, the distinguished publi­ 
cist, takes ground, in The Forum, for the 
entire abolition of the divorce a vinculo, 
retaining in its place only suitable legal 
provisions for separation and its incidents, 
when shown to be necessary. He admits 
the hardship of compelling the innocent 
to celebacy, but defends by the resort to 
the plea that the laws should be framed to 
secure the greatest good to the greatest 
number, since the best of laws work hard­ 
ships in occasional individual cases. But 
to this it may he well replied that such 
punishment is not that protection of the 
weak the law should afford, and that ex­ 
perience proves enforced celibacy not con­ 
ducive to the good of the greatest number. 


ACTING AS AN ART. 
Some one recently asked Mrs. Kendal, 
the English actress, wherein lies the secret 
of success in dramatic art. Her reply was 
as witty as it was true—in the value of 
two letters in connection with art, they 
are, the letters “h” and “e.” That is to 
say, in the highest form of art there is 
heart, and that is most successful which 
has heart in it. Perhaps no more concise 
response to the inquiry is possible. Mr. 
Wilson Barrett, also an English actor of 
distinction, recently lectured upon the art 
oi'jj acting. He agrees with Mrs. Kendal 
that study and training will not produce 
the highest form of dramatic art. He be­ 
lieves that emotional aptitude must he evi' 
dent in the beginning, which is equiva­ 
lent to saying that actors of high merit 
are not artificial products—they must be 
born to the art. The actor makes his au­ 
dience feel, who himself feels, and accord­ 
ing to Mr. Barrett that is the interpreta­ 
tion of our term “personal magnetism.” 
This arrives, therefore, at Mrs. Kendal’s 
simpler and effective description of true 
dramatic art, which is the ability to feel. 
Then comes in naturally the Delsarte the­ 
ory, that if one feels he can trust to that 
feeling dictating the best form of expres­ 
sion, in voice, gesture, countenance and at­ 
titude. 
But it must not be assumed that train­ 
ing is valueless. The suggestion of feeling 
will be best, and find the most natural and 
impressive form of expression in the per­ 
son who has been trained in the arts of 
elocution and graceful hearing. Nor can 
even the best of natural actors, those who 
have heart in their work, at all times en­ 
ter spiritually into the parts they under­ 
take to portray. Conditions may surround 
them that forbid feeling; in all such cases 
the trained artists, those who are skilled 
in the artificials of the art, possess a won­ 
derful advantage over those who trust to 
inspiration of the heart and the direction 
of feeling. That is to say, there is art in 
simulation which, in the absence of feeling, 
is so adroit that it often passes for the gen­ 
uine metal. 
Mr. Barrett goes a step beyond Mrs. 
Kendal when he says that not only is 
that the better acting into which feeling 
enters, but that it becomes the best, the 
very highest form of the art, when the 
actor plays a part that is nearest to his 
own nature. Whether the critics will 
agree with him in this remains to be seen. 
Booth is estimated equally the artist in 
lago and in Hamlet, hut he certainly has 
no natural sympathy with the sentiment of 
the former. The best stage “villain” we 
ever knew was one of the gentlest 
and most inoffensive of men, absolutely 
timid, and in his sympathies as tender and 
sensitive as a child. It was Adelaide 
Proctor who said; “We always can be 
what we might have been.” But the 
soundness of the statement may be ques­ 
tioned. We are not prepared to subscribe 
to it by any means. We have seen too 
many pitiable efforts made upon the stage 
to personate characters in which the na­ 
tural disposition, tendencies and personal 
characteristics of the actor should, under 
the Proctor rule, have made them su­ 
premely triumphant. At the same time 
the assertion of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat is correct : 
The average theater-goer does not need to be 
told that actors are continually trying to repre­ 
sent characters that are foreign to them in 
every respect. We see men figuring as knights 
and heroes whose souls are manifestly ignoble, 
and women attempting the roles of heroines 
when it is easy to understand that they are but 
milkmaids in Thought and feeling. These in­ 
congruities, which are ludicrous when they are 
not repulsive, tend to discredit the stage and to 
make dramatic art a mockery. 
But we do not concur with our con­ 
temporary in saying that “no person can 
successfully simulate what he is incapable 
of feeling.” This non-concurrence does 
not fly in the face of the rule laid down 
by Mrs. Kendal. A person may success' 
fully simulate that which is abhorrent to 
his soul, and into which he cannot conjure 
any feeling; but it will not be done with 
the same degree of success that will dis­ 
tinguish the acting which is full of feel 
ing. In her charming autobiography, 
Anna Cora Mowatt relates that one of the 
best “Strangers” she ever saw or played 
with she met in that character in England 
in the person of a comedian, whose nature 
was the reverse of melancholy, and who 
had only the bright side of life in view, 
In the midst of the most tearful passages 
in that doleful play, this artist, hv his 
sotto voice interjections and his mirthful 
interpositions between his tears, would 
fairly upset the gravity of Mrs. Mowatt, 
and compel her to conceal her laughter in 
the midst of her assumed anguish behind 
the convenient handkerchief. The public 
was not unmoved because the comedian in 
a tragedian’s part was insincere. Unques­ 
tionably, however, it would have been a 
more effective personation had feeling, not 
simulation only, entered into the part So 
it amounts to this, that there may be fin­ 
ished acting in which all is artificial, and 
in which the externals are wanting in no 
respect, but the highest form and mani­ 
festation is that into which feeling enters. 
The magnetism that Mr. Barrett finds so 
apt a word to express his meaning, is ?u- 
perior to calculating art. Both may he 


effective and. beautiful, but that sinks 
deepest into the heart and comes closer to 
the auditor which proceeds from feeling. 
THE SNAKE-POISON DEBATE. 
An odd, but very interesting debate is 
going on in the press between distin­ 
guished doctors concerning antidotes for 
the bite of the rattlesnake. The subject 
is one that has received new interest, be­ 
cause a Mr. Fisher of Santa Barbara has 
preferred the claim that euphorbia, or 
common spurge, is a positive st*ecific 
for the venom of the rattler. This state­ 
ment has been disputed by Dr. Weir 
Mitchell of Philadelphia. In response, 
citizens in Southern California who are 
believers in Mr. Fisher’s discovery an­ 
nounce their readiness to demonstrate the 
soundness of the euphorbia treatment. Dr. 
Mitchell’s article appeared last August in 
the Century, and in it he declared that for 
the consequences to the ldood and the 
nerve centers of injection of venom there 
is no known remedy, and that euphorbia 
does not possess the qualities claimed for 
it.The common remedy for such snake 
bites is heavy and rapid dosing with 
whisky, and if the patient survives the 
application he is free from the danger to 
which the bite exposed him. But it will 
be recalled that the Occidental Medical 
Times of this city recently produced an 
article over the signature of a physician 
in which cases were cited where whisky 
proved a broken reed and the patients 
died. The San Francisco Call recites the 
fact that Dr. Lecerda of Rio de Janeiro 
was rewarded by the Brazilian Government 
with $25,000 for his discovery that injec­ 
tions of permanganate of potassium into 
the tissues surrounding the wound neut­ 
ralizes the poison of the snake. 
In the Indianapolis Netcs of December 
11th Dr. W. B. Clarke takes up the sub­ 
ject. lie refers to the experiments of Dr. 
Mitchell, who at one time had as many as 
100 rattlesnakes in his possession, and by 
repeated experimenting with them found 
that they are not susceptible to their own 
poison. Dr. Mitchell, over and over again, 
injected beneath the skin of the rattle­ 
snake its own venom, or that of another 
rattlesnake, and in no instance did death 
result. Opposed to this—and we are sur­ 
prised that Dr. Clarke does not refer to 
it—is the experience of backwoodsmen, 
that a rattlesnake that is teased into bit­ 
ing itself dies of the wound, and by the 
swelling of the body it is proved that the 
poison lias acted as in other cases. Dr. 
Clarke cites the authority of Dr. Higgins, 
iu his work on “Ophidians,” as saying that 
the rattlesnake does not die of its own 
bite, and the reason given is that the rep­ 
tile carries in its gall bladder the antidote 
for the poison. 
Dr. Clarke says that many persons have 
been saved from the effects of the bite of 
the rattlesnake by the use of whisky, by 
tincture of iodine, tincture of cedrón seed, 
by large doses of arseuic and other similar 
remedies. He adds that a strong alkali at 
once applied to a bite will neutralize the 
venom, will destroy and decompose it 
wherever it comes iu contact with it. He 
savs that I.ecerda’s treatment has been 
proved to be sound, so far as Brazilian 
snakes are concerned. But he doubts 
when the venom is injected directly into a 
vein if the Lecerda treatment will be quick 
enough for the poison. But the pith of 
Dr. Clarke’s paper is that snake poison, 
while it will destroy human life, may also 
be used to preserve it.

The 
conclusion of Dr. Clarke’s paper is that in 
the rattlesnake is to he found the true an­ 
tidote for its bite. The question now is, 
Is his conclusion sound ?

FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED. 


NINETY FEET 07 SNOWSxiEDS TUMBLE 
IN ON THE DERAILED CARS. 


A n A ccident N ear E m igrant G ap W hich 
D elayed O verland Traffic— 
How It O ccurred. 


Word was received at the depot yesterday 
of a serious accident on the line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad at a point known 
as Yuba Pass, which is about half way be­ 
tween Emigrant Gap and Cisco. 
Freight train No. S, west bound, was 
passing through the snowsheds at the 
point mentioned at about 6 a. m. at ordi­ 
nary speed. 
The sheds were burdened 
with the weight of nine feet of snow, and 
in many places mnch more. The train 
consisted of seventeen cars and was drawn 
by two engines. 
When within three hun­ 
dred yards of the switch and side-track at 
Yuba Pass twelve oí the cars jumped the 
track and struck heavily against the 
sheds. 
Y.rith a deafening roar and crash nine y 
feet of sheds went down upon the ditcheci 
cars and completely buried them. 
The engines and the five cars immedi­ 
ately behind them did not ieave the track, 
nor were they damaged to any great exteut 
by the falling snowsheds. The derailed 
cars were badiy smashed and disfigured, 
A wrecking train was sent immediately 
to the scene of the disaster from Trackee, 
and a force of nearly three hundred work­ 
men were set to work clearing the track. 
The east-bound first-class overland train 
which left this city Wednesday night at 
midnight arrived soon after the accident, 
but of eour*» cun id net pas3 over until the 
track was eieared. 
The broken sheds had to be first removed 
from the wreckage before anything could 
be done. This accomplished, the snow- 
shoveilers went to work and in a few hours 
had removed the hundreds of tons of snow 
under which the cars were buried. Then 
the wrecking crew was set to work to re­ 
place the dtrailed cars. This proved tobe 
a less difficult task than had been antici­ 
pated. as the ears had "tumbledgracefully,” 
as the engineer described it. 
A! the expiration of eleven hours from 
the time of the accident the read was in 
good condition agaiu, and the East-bound 
train passed through. The wrecked freight 
train was patched up as well as was possi­ 
ble under the circumstances and started for 
this citv, arriving here last night. 
Division Superintendent Wright left for 
the scene of the wreck in his special car 
shortly after noon, and personally superin­ 
tended the track clearing operations. 
One of the brakemeu who accompanied 
the wrecked train explained to a reporter 
last night how the cars came to jump the 
track. "In order to insure safe traveling,” 
said he, ‘ the rails must be tree from snow, 
and men are employed to constantly patrol 
the track in the mountains to see that it is 
clear. When snow gets on the track the J 
first train over it flattens it out and packs 
it. Then it freezes into ice and stands up 
on the track as solid and immovable as 
thought it were part of it. The next train 
aloDg is the une that suffers, and can hardly 
escape sliding off the track when it strikes 
this ice. That is bow this accident hap­ 
pened, exactly.”

DROWNED ON CHRISTMAS. 


EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYE. 


Jo h n Z graggen. a TYooil-Cliopper, Falls 
lu to the Pitiless R iver. 
Christmas brought woe instead of glad­ 
ness to the little home of Johi. Zgraggen, 
located about six miles north of this city 
on the east baDk of the river. 
Mr. Zgraggen has earned a livelihood for 
himself, his vrife and child by chopping 
wood for many years past. On Christmas 
night, while the evening meai was being 
prepared, the father started for his brother's 
bouse, about a quarter of a mile distant, to 
get some milk. The moon was shiniDg 
and the air crisp and cold, so Mr. Zgraggen 
thought a puli up the river in his boat 
would serve to warm him up and at the 
same augment his appetite for the Christ­ 
mas meal. 
H alf an hour passed and then an hour, 
yet the father did not return, and the 
mother and child grew anxious. Another 
half hour, and ano her hoar—there was no 
longer any doubt íd the mind of those at 
home hut that something had befallen him. 
The brother’s house was soon reached end 
information soon gained that the father 
had never reached there. A searching 
party was quickly organized, but its efforts 
were without success. 
On the next day, yesterday, the search 
was resumed. Both sides of the river were 
thoroughly searched above and below the 
house. 
Finally, as the searchers were about to 
give np in despair, they espied the little 
boat floating indolently and empty down 
the river about a miíe below the point 
where the unfortunate wood-chopper em­ 
barked. One oar lay in the bottom of the 
boat snd the other was m iisiog. In the 
boat, also, was the milk-cau which he had 
taken with him. 
The story was a simple one. Zcraggen 
had rowed a short distance and in the dark­ 
ness encountered a snag or ran into the 
bank. Dropping one oar in the bottom of 
the boat he used the other to push the boat 
away from the obstacle. The oar either 
broke cr slipped and the wood-chopper 
was precipitated into the river. He could 
not swim and was drowned. 
The body has not yet been found, though 
a diligent search is being made for it. 
Zgraggen was a native of Switzerland, 
aged 33 years. His sadden takiug away 
leaves the wite and child helpless.

T he U ncertainty ot C orrectly G uessing at 
Lawyers* Fees. 
It has always been a difficult matter for 
person; trained in ordinary business meth­ 
ods to guess the value of attorneys' fees, as 
there seems to be no definite rule for ar­ 
riving at any solution of the problem. 
Even lawyers themselves frequently prove 
tobe very poor guessers in such cases 
Some years ago a then prominent attorney 
(now dead) was engaged in probate case in 
which the estate amounted to $10,000. He 
demanded a fee of $1,000 for his services, 
Claiming that ten per cent, of the snm in­ 
volved wa3 what an attorney should re­ 
ceive. It was refused by his client, and he 
then sued to recover it. 
The attorney called in several members 
of the profession as appraisers of the vaiue 
of his services, and no two of them agreed. 
One thought that §250 wculd be fair, con­ 
sidering the ease witb which the case 
slipped through the Court; another as­ 
sessed the client at $100, and others guessed 
all the way from $500 to $750. 
Judge McFariand then occupied the 
bench, and he shot at the ceDter of the 
target and struck the $500 spot. 
Yesterday the W. E. Johnston divorce 
case was before Judge Van Fleet on the 
question of fixing the fee of Grove L. 
Johnson, Mrs. Johnston's attorney, which 
her husband, the defendant, had "been or­ 
dered to pay. Lawyer Devlin wa3 called 
in as an appraiser, and testified that in his 
opinion $1,000 would be a reasonable fee. 
Mr. Johnson made a statement as to the 
amount of labor he had expended on the 
case, and said he thought he had earned 
the figure mentioned by Mr. Devlin. 
Judge Van Fleet said that under tbe cir­ 
cumstances he could not allow more than 
$200.

One of them Sem is a B ullet Into the 
B rain of L ittle C harlie O tto. 
A sad accident cccurred in this city yes 
terday as the result of children being al* 
lowed to play with deadly weapons in the 
shape of so-called toy guns. These deadly 
machines are more dangerous even than 
regular firearms, as the latter operate on 
fixed mechanical principles, while the 
former are liable to be discharged at any­ 
time by the slightest accident. As they 
also discharge bullets with sufficient force 
to penetrate vital parts of the human body, 
and their use is confined to children of the 
tenderest age, they become doubly danger­ 
ous.About 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon lit­ 
tle Charlie Otto, aged 12 years, son of F. M. 
Otto, who resides at 1721 K street, was 
playing in his yard with a younger 
brother and the son of a neighbor, named 
Lam. Benti, all of whom were armed with 
air-guns loaded with large BB shot, the lat- 
ter's weapon was discharged prematurely. 
Charlie Otto clasped his hand to his fore­ 
head with aery of pain, and asked his play­ 
mates if his eye had been shot out. 
His mother was called and she found 
that he had been shot in the forehead just 
above the lelt eye, and sent for City Physi­ 
cian N:cho!s. who resides close by. The 
doctor probed the wound without being 
able to find the bcllet. 
A Recoed-Uniox reporter railed at the 
house shortly afterward, and Mrs. Otto 
said it was’ feared the buliet had gone 
straight into the child’s brain. 
Tbe tittle 
fellow was conscious, and talked freely of 
the accident, bnt complained of a dull pain 
in his head. The bullet doubtiess had 
ranged along the skull without doing seri­ 
ous injury. 
Last season, when these deadly weapons 
were first placed on the market here and 
parents put them inlo the hands of their 
children, tbe R ecoed-Uxion called atten­ 
tion to their dangerous character and 
prophesied that some father or mother 
would have cause to regret having given 
their children such treacherous engines of 
death for playthings. 
The sale of these 
things should be probihitecf by law if ; 
parents hare no better judgment than to 
buy them for their children. Shotguns 
and rifles would be even safer than these 
cheaply-made, bnt powerful shooting air- 
guns.

HE CAN LIGHT HIS BSEATH. 
COMMERCIAL. 


T h e S tra n g e C ase o f W illia m J a c k s o n o f 
M id d le b o rv , V t. 
[F rom th e A lbany Journal. ] 
The strange case of W illiam Jackson, 
■whose breath is inflammable, excited a 
great deal of interest in medical and scien­ 
tific circles a few years ago. 
At that time 
Mr. Jackson was a photographer in Fay­ 
etteville, N. Y. More recently he has 
been engaged in the same business in Mid- 
dlebury, Yt. One evening at 10 o’clock he 
lighted a lamp with a match. Then with 
a breath of air he sought to “blow out the 
match.” 
Instantly his breath took fire 
with a slight explosion. Jackson gasped 
with fright, and the flame of the combusti­ 
ble air entered his mouth and blistered 
his tongue. His lips and face also suffered, 
and his mustache, eyebrows and the hair 
above hi* eyebrows were singed to a 
marked degree. The man was at first 
badly frightened, and his wife, who was 
a witness to the occurrence, screamed with 
alarm. 
After waiting an hour to see if there 
would be a repetition of the phenomenon, 
Jackson went to bed. The next morning 
he consulted his physician, Dr. T. E. 
Quinby, who recognized the case as a sing­ 
ular one, and engaged the writer of this 
article to report it for the medical jour­ 
nals. The truth of the report was at first 
questioned on all sides, but after the mat­ 
ter was thoroughly investigated it was ad­ 
mitted that such a case might possibly oc­ 
cur. 
Then in 1874 it was learned that a 
European medical journal had published 
a report of a similar phenomenon, and 
musty scientific tomes were searched and 
one item discovered that substantiated the 
Eiresent. Then Jackson discovered that 
le could reproduce the pheuomeuon al­ 
most at will, but as the experiment some­ 
times resulted in unpleasant burns, he 
would exhibit his peculiarity only on 
special occasions. 
At last medical men 
figured out a theory to explain the freak. 
They came to the conclusion that it was 
not the breath from Jackson’s lungs, but 
the air belched from his stomach, that 
would take fire. The patient had never 
been a drinking man, so the gas was not 
rendered inflammable by the presence of 
alcoholic vapor, but for years he had suf­ 
fered from a peculiar kind of dyspepsia. 
Dr. William Manlius Smith, professor of 
chemistry in the Syracuse Medical Col­ 
lege, after careful study concluded that 
food in Jackson's stomach underwent a 
butyric acid fermentation, one of the pro­ 
ducts of which was called “marsh gas,” the 
“firedamp” of mines. Jackson understood 
a little about chemistry, and one day be 
and the writer went to an old, stagnant 
pond and collected a bottleful of “marsh 
gas.” 
When lighted it exploded, and 
burned precisely as did Jackson’s breath. 
The gas was collected by holding the bot­ 
tle under the surface of the pond, stirring 
up the mud in the bottom of the pond, and 
catching in the bottle the bubbles of gas as 
they arose. 
Jackson is about 30 years old 
and a genuine Yankee. 
He is a bright 
humorist, and as genial a fellow as one 
ever had the pleasure of meeting. He has 
been a newspaper man, Indian fighter, 
photographer, and half a dozen other 
things. 
He is also an artist of no mean 
ability. 
His wife was formerly his school 
teacher. 


POPULARITY OF HEARTS. 


SA CRAM ENTO M A R K ET . 


P o in te r s on a C am e W h ich B id s F a ir to 
B e A ll tlic R age. 
“Hearts,” the little game that was intro­ 
duced into high society a few years ago, is 
likely to become as much the rage, accord­ 
ing to the New York Sun, as progressive 
euchre h:is been for a season or two past. 
The game seems to be all right, and fully 
as pleasant as the older one of euchre, not 
to speak of its being easier for a greenhorn 
to pick tip. 
There were always one or two 
at a progressive euchre party who did not 
know the game, and hadn’t more than be­ 
gun to learn it when the bell rang for the 
last round. This greatly interfered with 
the celerity of play that was essential to 
make a progressive euehre party lively, 
and wis a constant annoyance to good 
players. There will be no such trouble 
with hearts, for its rules are so simple that 
any one with any knowledge at all of cards 
can pick them up in a few minutes. At 
the same time there is room in the game 
for the exercise of the faculties of memory 
and judgment essential to a good whist 
player. The more one knows about it the 
better one plays, hut to be able to play 
well enough to keep up with the proces­ 
sion and avoid delaying the game it is not 
essential to have expert knowledge. 
There are four players in each game, but 
no partners, a fact that simplifies it greatly. 
The full pack of fiftv-two cards (no joker) 
is dealt at once, and the cards rank from 
ace (high) to deuce (low). The deal is 
determined by throwing a card to each 
player, the lowest dealing. The player at 
the dealer’s left leads, and the others play 
in rotation, following suit if they can, 
throwing away if they have none of the 
suit led. The highest card of the suit led 
takes the trick, and the winner of one trick 
leads for the next. 
The object of each player is to avoid 
taking any trick that has a heart in it, and, 
of course, to compel scmeone else to take 
tricks into which hearts have been thrown. 
The result is a sort of reversal of whist, 
with heaits perpetually trumps. Of course 
the highest cards are the most dangerous, 
for they are most likely to take tricks, and 
the fewer tricks one takes the less chance 
of hearts. 
Hearts, also, are things de­ 
spised, to he got rid of as rapidly as possi­ 
ble. 
It is a good thing, in a general way, 
to get rid of ail cards of one suit early in 
the play, because then one can avoid hav 
ing to follow suit, perhaps, and have a 
chance to throw away a heart, and in vari­ 
ous other matters the rules and customs 
that have become instinct with whist play­ 
ers are reversed in hearts. 


SLAUGHTERING BISON. 


H o w th e S h a g g y M o n ste rs W e re E x te r m ­ 
in a te d m th e W e st. 
As the Indians hunted them the race of 
bison would probably have lasted forever, 
writes Dr. Carver, but about 1S66 the 
white men turned their attention to the 
shaggy monsters of the plains. Large 
Eastern firms organized hunting parties 
and paid the shooter 82 50 for each bison 
where he lay dead on the plains. 
I then 
went to southern Nebraska and became a 
professional hunter. The bison consisted 
of two large divisions, the one living in 
the south and the other in the north. 
Their only common feeding ground was 
along the Republicam river 
and 
its 
branches in Nebraska. The Indians were 
well aware of that fact, and hostile tribes 
had many a fight for that territory. It 
was not until 1S73 that the Government 
put an end to this by sending the Pawnees 
south and the Sioux to their northern 
reservation. 
Like a herd of cattle the bison are al­ 
ways on the go, and are apt to walk out of 
rifle-range in a short time. In moving, 
however, they always have a leader, and 
the trick was "to kill any one that started 
to lead the others. 
By thus killing the 
leaders we could often shoot for an hour 
from behind one clump of grass, and when 
thev had moved from out of range the 
skinners would come up, cut the hide in 
the ordinary way for skinning tie the ani­ 
mal's head’ to á stake, hitch a team of 
horses to the hide and jerk it off. 
No one 
will ever know what immense numbers of 
bison were killed by these hide hunters, 
but to my certain knowledge 3,000,000 
hides were shipped from the banks of the 
Frenchman river in one winter. At the 
close of that winter a man could go along 
the banks of the Frenchman for fifty miles 
bv simply jumping from the carcass of one 
bison to another. Now a few old circus 
animals represent the great herds. 


A dairv school has been established in 
Wisconsin, a State which has long taken a 
leadin'* part in the production of cheese, 
butter and eggs. This is the first school of 
Vie kind in the country.

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FAITHFUL ÜÜT0 DEATH.

I. 
I t is th e year of our Lord 1660. 
The 
little Plym outh settlem ent, made up of 
unflinching men and devoted women, has 
gained a sm all but sure foothold on Arner 
ican soil. 
Rendered comparatively safe 
from the encroachments of the Indians on 
th e one side and the D utch and French on 
th e other by the league, offensive and de­ 
fensive, which had been formed in 1643 
under the name of the U nited Colonies of 
New England, they have set steadily to 
work to establish cities and a Government 
for them selves; 
and after a few years of 
deprivation they have succeeded in plant 
ing a small but flourishing colony subject 
to Charles II., who has just been restored 
to the throne of England. 
Since 1656 the Plym outh settlers have 
1 een waging a hot warfare against the 
Quakers, and w ith their stern Governor, 
Jo h n Endicott, at their head, have perpe­ 
trated worse and worse cruelties upon 
them . 
Perhaps the unprovoked outrages 
comm itted against this innocent society 
culm inated in 1659, when the sentence of 
death was pronounced against three of 
th eir num ber. 
T he Government in 1656, 
and again in 1657 and 165S, enacted spe­ 
cial laws for the suppression of these here­ 
tics, and the over-zealous Puritans were 
only too eager to enforce them . 
W ith the 
same spirit of unreasoning exaction and 
ruthless oppression which they had con- 
d em e i in the clergy of the m other country, 
they visited all sorts of judgments upon 
the" unhappy Friends. 
Fines were im ­ 
posed continually, whipping was a com­ 
mon punishm ent, and several lost an ear as 
a penalty for non-conformity to the laws. 
Let us take a peep at a little Puritan 
village lying just outside Boston as it basks 
in the genial sun of an October afternoon. 
A few houses of boards and many of un­ 
hewn logs straggle u p a low, gently-sloping 
hill. 
H ere and there a rudely-built chim ­ 
ney testified to the advanced idea of some 
farmer ; but most of the community hold 
tenaciously to an ancient prejudice against 
them , affirming th at “smoke improves their 
health and hardens the tim ber of their 
houses.” 
Before some of the houses were 
plats of asters and sunflowers, joyously 
drinking in the warm sunshine. 
Clumps 
of golden-rod dot the undulating meadow 
lands and dusty roadsides like tongues of 
yellow flame. 
Apple orchards, hung w ith 
glowing, ripe fruit, now and then break 
the silence by dropping a plump pippin or 
russet into the grass. 
Only the men and 
oxeu, laboring in the distant fields, disturb 
the hushed tranquillity of the scene. 
All 
else speaks of placid repose and happiness. 
On the outskirts of the little settlement, 
nestling against a grove of pines, stands a 
log house, unevenly fashioned and rudely 
finished, the least pretentious in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
A poor apology for a home it 
would be, indeed, were it not for the clam­ 
bering vines, which have twined them ­ 
selves around the unhewn pillars of the 
porch and clung and spread themselves 
abroad over the roof. 
The sweet-smelling 
apple orchard and the well-tended beds of 
herbs, of the sorts in which our great­ 
grandm others delighted, give the place a 
homelike aspect, and a bed of nasturtium s 
blaze w ith orange and red close by the 
door. As we look, a girl of perhaps tw enty 
emerges from the door and stands for a mo­ 
m ent looking down the road, w ith her 
hand shading her eyes. 
She is dressed 
w ith the utmost sim plicity, in the garb of 
th e Quakers, but her plain gray gown, 
destitute of either drapery or adornment, 
reveals the contour of a slender and grace­ 
ful figure, while the caursebut showy 'ker­ 
chief crossed over her bosom serves to 
deepen the 
' ' cate tin t of her lips and 
cheeks. 
But it! is not these charms, nor 
th e soft gray eyes, nor the waving golden 
hair, that make Deliverance Sothwicke 
beautiful.

W hat would become of our country and its 
laws if strong men did not enforce outward 
as well as inward obedience to them ? W e 
need the letter of the law.”

THE FOEMEE KHEDIVE. 


T h e R ea so n for B is C alm R e sig n a tio n in 
A d v ersity . 
[From the London Spectator.] 
I t reads like a passage from a comic 
opera when we find that in the beginning 
of 1860 “business was practically sus­ 
pended in nearly 
all the Government 
offices in order th at those of their staffs 
who knew I reneli m ight be employed in 
translating the “CEil Creve,” the "“Belie 
Helene,” the “Mariee de M ardi G ras,” 
and other chef* deemres of Offenbach into 
Arabic, for the use of the H arem ladies. 
In May the K hedive gave a grand ball to 
celebrate his accession. 
One of the items 
of expenditure on this occasion was the 
throwing of a tem porary bridge over the 
N ile at a cost of £3,0*00. 
And then in 
November came the crowning splendors of 
the opening of the canal. 
The Empress of 
France, the Emperor of Austria, and the 
Crown Prince of Prussia were the most 
notable of the guests; hut there was a 
m ultitude—amounting, 
it 
is 
said, 
to 
thousands—of less distinguished persons, 
who were entertained in a most extrava­ 
gant style, £4 per diem being paid for the 
hotel bills of each guest at the canal, and 
£2 12s at Cario. 
The whole expenditure 
of the fetes came to considerably more 
than a million pounds. 
Even literature 
got some pickings out of this gorgeous out­ 
lay, the author of an official history of the 
ceremony being paid £1,000 for “copy.” 
Doubtless Ism ail fancied by this costly 
outlay he was building up an absolutely 
independent throne. 
If so, it must have 
been a grievous disappointm ent when he 
had to sell to the Porte his new iron-clads, 
especially precious symbols of independent 
power. 
Year after year things went on, the 
financial situation growing steadily worse 
aud worse. 
The great Disraeli coup of 
purchasing the K hedive’s canal shares set 
him on his legs for a time, but the end 
was approaching. 
In 1879, after a reign 
of sixteen years, the final blow was deliv­ 
ered. 
England and France agreed to de­ 
mand his resignation. He was not unequal 
to the situation. 
He made vary good 
terms for himself, selected his chief favor­ 
ites from his harem, put their jewelry into 
the most portable shape, stripped his pal­ 
ace of everything that was valuable, (the 
plate was valued at £800,000.) and then 
received the trade th at appointed Tewfik 
his successor with philosophic resignation. 
“Raising Tewfik’s hand to his lips he said, 
‘I salute my Effendina.’ 
H e then kissed 
him on both cheeks, and, merely adding 
the bare expression of a hope th at he 
would be more fortunate than his father 
had been, w ith a slight obeisance retired 
into the adjoining harem .” 
Four days af­ 
terw ard (June 30th) he left Egypt, it" may 
now be said w ith certainty, for ever.

BRAZILIAN REPUBLIC. 
W hy Dom Pedro was D eprived of His 
Civil List and Subsidy. 
W a s h in g t o n , Deceiver 27th.—The Bra­ 
zilian Minister has ivLived a cablegram 
from Barbosa, She Minister of Finance, 
dated Rio Janeiro, December 27ih, saying 
in part that ex-Premier Ouro Preto had 
been banished on account of acts of con­ 
spiracy on the part of his followers. The 
Imperial family, because they chaDged 
their attitude from acquiescence to encour­ 
agement of the pretensions of reaction, 
were deprived of their civil list and sub­ 
sidy. The Emperor, under the advice of 
disastrous councilors, refused subsidiary 
aid, because it was an act of revolution, 
but accepted the civil list as his right,based 
upon law. In view of this denial of the 
legitimacy of the revolution, which has 
been sanctioned by the whole country, our 
measure cutting oil the civil list and the 
subsidy was an act of mere common sense. 
These measures have here met with gen­ 
eral good support. 
We shall continue to 
respect all rights, maintain tribunals, or­ 
ganize an administration, observe all con­ 
tracts and keep up the budget, but any at­ 
tempt against public order will be repressed 
with implacable severity. Commerce, ag­ 
riculture and the working classes call upon 
us to assume this attitude. We shall hand 
over to the Constitutional Convention the 
Republic in tact. 
Those who believe that 
this Convention is called to decide between 
the Republic and monarchy are mistaken. 
A monarchy is out of the question. The 
European press should not be misled by 
news-mongers, whose machinations are 
here objects either of amusement or deri­ 
sion. These mistakes of the press foment 
here schemes of disturbance, but the di­ 
lemma now is simply the Republic or an­ 
archy. 
____ 
MAJOR FINTO. 
H e H as Incurred tlie D ispleasure of All 
England. 
L o n d o n, December 27th.—It is reported 
that the Government is determined to re­ 
fuse to discuss the African question with 
Portugal until Major Pinto is recalled from 
service in Africa for his insult to the British 
flag. The Portuguese under Major Pinto 
hoisted flags at the places where British 
flags were seized, and carried the latter 
away. If Portugal does not reach an 
amicable settlement soon at England’s 
terms it looks as if there will be serious 
trouble. 
[Major Serpa Pinto is the name most often 
mentioned irá connection with the quarrel 
that has arisen between England and Por­ 
tugal with reference to boundaries in Africa. 
He is an ardent and successful explorer, 
and enthusiastically devoted to the inter­ 
ests of his own country as aeainstEngiand. 
Major Serpa Pinto was born in 1845, and 
educated for the Portuguese military serv­ 
ice. He first went to Africa in 1809, where 
he took part in the campaign against the 
rebellious chief Bonga, ia the region of the 
Zambesi. He acquitted himself with dis­ 
tinction on the field of battle, and acquired 
wide repute as an explorer by ascending the 
river as far as the Victoria Falls, making 
many important discoveries on the way 
and crossing the African continent from 
one side to the other. Upon his return to 
Portugal Serpa Pinto was received by the 
King, and was made the recipient of many 
distinguished honors. In November, 1877, 
he was again sent to Africa by the Portu­ 
guese Government. By 1879 he had com­ 
pleted a journey from Benguala, on the 
western coast of Africa, to Durban, on the 
southeastern coast. On the basis of the 
discoveries of Pinio the Portugeese Gov­ 
ernment has since 1879 laid claim to a 
wide tract of African territory, including 
Mozambique, on the eastern coast, and the 
Shire river district, in which the Portu­ 
guese engineer. Castilloes, has undertaken 
to survey the route for a railroad. It was 
this enterprise which met with resistance 
from the Makololo natives and led to the 
recently reported battle between the blacks 
and the Portuguese forces under Pinto. A 
portion of the territory claimed by Portu­ 
gal is also claimed by the British. Hence

ACROSS SIBERIA. 
Proposed R ailroad from St. Petersburg 
to the Pacific Ocean. 
O ttaw a (Ont.), December 27th.—N. S. 
Kronglicoff aud A. B. T. Kondzatvich, 
Russian civil engineers, are in this city. 
They were seut to Canada by the Russian 
Government to inspect rah way construc­ 
tion with a view to building a great railway 
through Siberia, which, w h the water­ 
ways, will give Russia complete communi­ 
cation between St. Petersbmg and the Pa­ 
cific ocean. They chose the Canadian Pa­ 
cific as a model on account of its great 
length and of the marked similitude 
of British Columbia's mountain region 
and the plains of Manitoba to those of Si­ 
beria. They will go to Montreal to obtain 
further data from Canadian Pacific Rail­ 
way officials. 
MEXICAN BANKS. 
A New Moneyed Instituí ion Reported 
Fulling Through. 
C it y o f M e x ic o (via Galveston), Decem­ 
ber 27th.—The new bank, Fomento Con­ 
cession, is reported in danger of falling 
through. The authorized capital was $25,­ 
000,000, about one-fifth being paid in at the 
start. 
The International and Mortgage Bank 
will open in a few days. The National 
Bank of Mexico has declared a dividend of 
6 per cent, on account of the current year’s 
profits, but will probably declare 9 per cent, 
later on. The London Bank will declare 
even a better dividend account of business 
transacted during the first year of its oper­ 
ation under the new organization. 


Subm arine Torpedo Boats. 
L isbo n, December 27th.—Several trials of 
Peral’s torpedo boat have been recently 
made, in addition to the one reported yes 
terday. The triáis occurred in the Bay of 
Cadiz The inventor cruised for six hours, 
making a speed of six knots per hour. 
During ail this time there was nothing 
visible above the surface of the water but 
the turret. Lieutenant Peral, in addition, 
descended to the depth of eleven meters, 
and remained thus submerged for forty 
minutes. Daring this time of complete 
submergence the boat was propelled at the 
rate of three and a half miles per hour. 
Government of India. 
B om bay, December 27th.—The native 
Congress has agreed upon a plan of politi­ 
cal organization for ludia which is to be 
presented to Parliament. The essential 
features are that there shall be a popular 
electoral tr representative body formed 
upon a basis of twelve members for every 
million of population. This great body is 
to be controlled by one formed of selected 
persons from its own number and an Im­ 
perial Council constituted upon a basis of 
one member for every 5,000,000 of stipula­ 
tion. Provincial Councils are also' pro­ 
posed. Brad laugh will frame the bill and 
introduce it into Parliament. 
The Squadron of Action. 
L ondon, December 27th.—The British 
squadron of action has been ordered to 
rendezvous at Gibraltar, in order to move 
at oE ce to Lisbon. This is interpreted as 
indicating that the Government no longer 
apprehends that the quasi warlike move­ 
ment will add to the irritation already ex­ 
isting. or stand in the way of a peaceful 
so lu tio n of the troubles. 
The Deadly Influenza. 
P aris, December 27th. — Influenza is 
spreading and is very latal. The number of 
deaths in this citv from all causes on Christ­ 
mas day was 318. For several years past 
the regular average has been 209 for that 
day. Fully one-third of the populace is

VALUABLE EMBLEMS. 
The Sultan M akes Costly Presents, but 
H as a String A ttachm ent. 
W ashington, December 27th.—The Na­ 
tional Museum has been temporarily en­ 
riched through the kindness of Mrs. Sam­ 
uel S. Cox, widow of the popular diplomat 
and Democratic statesman. In one of the 
cases near the Grant collection are now dis­ 
played beautiful specimens of the insignia 
which accompany the honors conferred by 
the Sultan ot Turkey. Of these are the 
jewels of the Order of “Mejidich,” be­ 
stowed upon Cox after he had resigned his 
position as United States Minister to Tur­ 
key. From broad, watered crimson ribbon, 
bordered with a narrow stripe of green, 
and tied in an elaborate bow at the lower 
end, is a crescent within which is encased 
five-pointed stats set off by garnets. At­ 
tached to these are seven-pointed stars of 
beautifully worked silver, with a center of 
gold and enamel. On the central golden 
piale is the Sultan's autograph engraved, 
while around the enamel in the margin is 
a Turkish inscription. 
Entirely distinct is the decoration in­ 
tended to be worn on the breast. 
It is a 
seven-pointed star more than three inches 
in diameter, a beautiful combination of 
gold, silver and enamel. Between each of 
the points of the great star are crescent 
stars, also of silver. 
Equally interesting and decidedly more 
valuable in a strict sense are the decora­ 
tions along side of these which were pre­ 
sented to Cox. They are those belonging 
to the order of “Sheffakat," and were con­ 
ferred by the Sultan Abdul Hamid on 
Mrs. Cox- It is a large crimson and green 
enamel star with a gold center, on which 
is the Sultan’s autograph. It depends 
from a broad white ribbon with a red and 
green border. 
This star is to be worn on 
the breast. 
There are really two stars. 
The upper one is of garnet with a center- 
boss of green enamel and gold. The back­ 
ground on the lower star is of diamond, 
with here and there sprays of green 
enamel. 
It was Mrs. Cox's intention to leave these 
decorations in the hands of the museum 
authorities, bnt the Turkish Government 
has willed otherwise. 
It is customary in polite Mohammedan 
circles to demand the return of such expen­ 
sive jewels as this when the person to 
whom they were given dies, and since Mr. 
Cox unfortunately is no more, the Sultan 
wants the jewelry, so that he may be able 
to give it with the customary string at­ 
tached to some one else. The one which 
was given Mrs. Cox will remain in Mrs. 
Cox’s possession until she dies, then that, 
too. will be returned. For about a month 
the decorations will be on exhibition here. 
GOLDEN APPLES. 
Close of P lacer County’s F air at tlie 
M etropolis. 
S a n F ra n cisco, December 27th.—The 
citrus exhibition of Piacer county, which 
has been in progress in Platt's Hall for ten 
days past, closed last evening. The exhi­ 
bition was a very attractive one, and was 
seen by between forty and fifty thousand 
visitors. The managers consequently feel 
much gratified. A good part of the exhibit 
will be sent to the Oroville fair, which is to 
open January 7th. 
The committee that has had the manage­ 
ment of the exhibition feels pleased at the 
results as so far shown in the number of 
inquiries about the county and its capabili­ 
ties.A good portion of t: e oranges, all except 
the Washington navels, will be left where 
they are for a week or so, that casual visit­ 
ors may have opportunity to see the foot­ 
hill products. A tine lot of ripe red rasp­ 
berries of the Barter vaiiety attracted atten­ 
tion at the hail to-day. They were grown 
on W. R. Strong's place near Penryn, and 
are fine specimens of this variety of berry, 
although from lack of sunshine they are 
not as sweet as they might be. That such 
berries as these ripen readily at Christmas 
time is a sufficient indication of the salub­ 
rity of the winter climate of that section. 
The altitude of Penrvn is 620 feet. 


GREEDY STOC ETONIAN. 
He W ants the E arth and it Sum m er- 
Fallow ed, 
S to ck to n, December 27th.—This city en­ 
joys the distinction of having a Judge who 
has been drawing two salaries. At the last 
County election N. Milner was chosen City 
Justice. When the new charter was adopted 
for Stockton last May it was claimed "that 
the office of City Justice was abolished and 
Milner was selected Municipal Judge. But 
it transpired that the charter could not 
abolish the constitutional office, so Milner 
continued to draw the salary as City Jus­ 
tice and also that of Municipal Judge. 
Recently Mayor Reibenstein refused to 
countersign the warrant for Milner’s 
salary as Municipal Judge, claiming that 
the charter merely provides that the City 
Justice should do more work, and that it 
was the intention of the charter that the 
offices of City Justice and Municipal Judge 
should be one. Milner brought suit 
against the Mayor, and the Superior Court 
to day ordered a decision virtually deciding 
that Milner is entitled only to the salary of 
City Justice.

An E astern H orse M arket. 
We come to an open space crowded with 
people and horses, which our host informs 
us is the public horse market of Damascus. 
Here we see various men riding up and 
down on horses which have been com­ 
mitted to their charge to sell, shouting the 
last bid which had been offered them. 
They seem to fetch very low prices. Sev­ 
eral good horses were sold for less than £10 
each. One specially tine-looking animal 
is “knocked down” for £15. But the busi­ 
ness is not finished. A long dispute im­ 
mediately ensues between the intending 
purchaser and the owner, the former at­ 
tempting to obtain the horse for a few 
piastres less than the stipulated amount. 
There is an innate love of bargaining in a 
true Oriental. He never can do without 
it. In this case the owner seems to feel 
pretty sure of obtaining a good price for 
his horse, even if the present man should 
back out. So he remains silent, with an 
occasional inconsequent remark, such as: 
“It matters not!” “Wallah, whom am I to 
argue with thee ?” “Wallah, my horse is 
as dust! Take it, without money !” All of 
which expressions are equivalent to cold 
negatives, and naturally exasperate the 
other man, who is wasting oceans of rhet­ 
oric in tlie attempt to induce him to come 
round to his own way of thinking. Finally 
the latter exclaims, with a heart-warming 
show of generosity and philanthropy, 
“Wallah, are we not brothers? Where­ 
fore all this noise? Is it for money ? May 
Allah forbid! You want one thousand six 
hundred piastres? Here is the money. 
Take it,” and here lie presses the bag of 
treasure into the other one’s hands and 
makes as if he were going to turn away. 
“Never mind aliout your horse; I care not 
for it. Shall we part enemies because of 
money?” But here the other, who now 
has his money secure, runs after him, falls 
on his neck, and, kissing him on both 
cheeks, assures him that his horse to him 
is worthless; that since his brother wishes 
for it he must have it—as a present. And 
then they repair, in company with the 
“dallal,” or the man who lias done the 
auctioneering part of selling the horse, t« 
the Government office close by, when the 
affair is registered and legally settled.
